PEKING, Feb. 19.—Prince Ching and Li- 
Hung-Chang have received a_ telegram 
which virtually means that the Chinese 
Court will comply with all the demands of 
the powers, although it still desires infor- 
mation on a few minor points. The foreign 
envoys look forward confidently to abso- 
Jute compliance by Thursday at the latest. 
They had given the Chinese eight days for 
the issuance of satisfactory edicts regard- 
ing the cessation of examinations and the 
liability of the Governors of provinces 
where outrages may be committed. 

Prince Ching and Li-Hung-Chang have | 
been greatly worried by the preparations 
for the expedition into the interior, an 
they have strongly urged the Court to yield, 
pointing out that otherwise the dismember- | 
ment of the empire is probable. | 

In the meantime the military ' 
preparations for the expedition, the inten- 
tion being to send out six columns of troops, 
two columns leaving Peking, Tien-Tsin, and 
Pao-ting-Foo, respectively.

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The ‘Limes from Peking, says: : 
‘The Chinese declare that the threat of 
the Waldersee expedition has been suc- 
cessful, and that the Court has yielded and 
issued a decree fully complying with the 
demands of the foreign envoys on the ques- 
tion of punishments. These statements re- 
quire corroboration. but they are generally 
believed here.’ : 

The Peking correspondent of The Morning

Vovron, the French commander, is willing ; 
to serve under Count von Waldersee in the 
expedition, and who emphasizes the diffi- 
culties of transport and commissariat like- 
ly to be experienced in the Provinces of 
Shan-Si and Shen-Si, both of which are 
afflicted with famine, says: .

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UNITED STATES PROTESTS. | 


Mr. Conger Directed to Make Represen- 
tations to the Peking Envoys 
Against the Expedition.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The United | 
Btates has made its protest against the | 
proposition to send an army to invade 
Singan-Foo. It is in the form of a state- | 
ment of the American position, which Min- | 
ister Conger has been @rected to present 
to the envoys at Peking. This, it is stated, | 
is equivalent to the issuing of a new identi- 
cal note. The matter was fully gone over 
at the Cabinet meeting to-day, and it was 
Gecided that the end sought could best be 
Teached in this way, instead of by sending 
a new note to all the powers. Whether 
any note will ultimately be sent depends 
uyrn the reception accorded to the repre- 
Bentations made by Minister Conger. 

Minister Conger is directed to inform the 
envoys that the United States does not ap- 
proye of a military movement at this time, 
in view of the fact that peace negotiations 
are proceeding, and have not yet reached 
@ conclusion. The envoys are also remind- | 
ed that the United States took the position 
that the necessity for military movements 
was over after the relief of Peking, with- 
Grawing all its troops except a legation 
guard, and that there has been no change 
in the position of the United States on this 
question. 

No information about the position of the | 
other powers has been obtained or even 
asked for. The reason given for this is that 
the United States desires to avoid the align- 
ment of the powers into groups. This has 
already occurred several times in regard 
to various phases of the Chinese problem, 
and has been productive of unsatisfactory 
results. In this purticular case it is even 
more desirable than has been the case in 
the past that the powers should not be di- 
vided into two Dpposing camps. At tne 
same time it is hoped that other powers 
will of their own accord adopt the position 
which the United States has taken. This 
desire to avoid a division into groups was 
one of the reasons why it was decided to | 
make known the American position through | 
Minister Conger rather than in an identical | 
note to which the adhesion of the powers 
would be invited. The acceptance of the | 
proposition by some and its rejection by 
others would result in the alignment which 
has followed every such note since Peking 
Was taken. 

Officially no expression can be obtained 
@s to the probabilities. Nevertheless there 
is a strong opinion that Russia may take 
the same attitude as that of the United | 
States. The legation guard of that country | 
is not under Count von Waldersee, and the 
policy of Russia is against any invasion of 
the interior. 

At the Cabinet meeting to-day a cable- 
gram from Minister Conger was submit- 
ted. It disclosed the fact that he has pro- 
tested to the Ministers’ Council against hos- 
tile military movements, but that his 
protest had failed to receive consideration, 
the other Ministers agro | the ground that 
they had no authority to influence military 
operations one way or the other. However, 
the United States Government will continue 
to deal with the other powers through their

“The blank ignorance of the Government 
regarding the Waldersee expedition seems 
more surprising than ever in view of the 
telegrams we publish to-day. If our Pe- 
king news is correct the Foreign Envoys 
will have a curious experience in discover- 
ing that the most important feature of the 
negotiations has been settled by an expe- 
dient of which they were unaware. 

“The minute details cabled concerning 


the expedition may be received with judi- | 


cious skepticism; but it is no longer possible 
to suggest, as Lord Cranborne did on Mon- 
day, that no such scheme is contemplated 
by any power.” 

_ Proceeding to comment upon the note of 
the United States censuring the expedition, 
the editorial. says: 

_4{t is carefully explained that the note 
is not a protest but a ‘ remonstrance.’ This 
distinction is doubtless designed to save 
its authors from responsibility of hurting 
the feelings of others too severely. It is to 


be hoped that if the reported Chinese sur- | 


render be true, the remonstrance has not 
yet been dispatched. To ‘sternly rebuke’ 
an attempt to put pressure upon China im- 
mediately after that attempt has been suc- 
cessful might be even more embarrassing 
than not to have known the attempt was 
contemplated. 

‘Most people will be glad for many rea- 
sons if Count von Waldersee was anly 
* bluffing.” Even the strictest of American 
politicians must admit that the menace of 
operations is a more merciful method than 
the operations themselves. We are not dis- 
posed to drive a hard bargain or to exact 
an exorbitant indemnity from China. Our 
real objects cannot be better- stated than 
in Mr. Choate's dispatch of last July giv- 
ing President McKinley’s policy in China.’

GREAT BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 


Definite Statements to Mr. Choate on 
China and Nicaragua Questions 
Expected This Week. 
LONDON, Feb. 20.—United States Am- 
bassador Choate saw the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, yesterday afternoon, and discussed 
the Chinese and Nicaragua Canal questions. 
Mr. Choate was informed that both these 
subjects would be fully discussed at a Cab- 
inet meeting to be, held on Friday. Lord 
Lansdowne said he hoped to be able to 
communicate to Mr. Choate something def- 

inite immediately after the meeting. 

Lord Lansdowne’s notification may safely 
be taken as an indication that the British 
Government does not desire to force the 
China and Nicaragua questions to an issue 
any earlier than is absolutely necessary. It 
is understood that the United States Am- 
bassador was responsible for bringing up 
the Nicaragua 
short a time was left for an answer before 
the lapsing of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

The reply of Lord Lansdowne did not by 
any means positively pledge the British 
Cabinet to make a decision, although it in- 
dicated that the United States might ex- 
pect that, so far as the Nicaragua question 
was concerned, any further consideration 
on the part of the Cabinet would be merely 
informal, as the Foreign Office has known 
the nature of the reply for some weeks. It 
will not vary from the forecast already 
made in these dispatches. 

China, however, is another matter. The 
Foreign Office appears genuinely in the 
dark as to the real significance of Count 
von Waldersee’s latest orders. It is hoped 
that by Friday information will be forth- 
coming to enable Great Britain to decide as 
to what is really going on in the kar East. 
At present she is no more anxious than the 
United States to take part in an extended 


campaign into the interior of China, but the | 


reports from the seat of action are so con- 
tradictory that Lord Lansdowne refrains 
from sending mandatory dispatches or com- 
mitting himself to any definite line of in- 


{ ternational action. 


The American opposition to Count yon 
Waldersee’s reported action receives cor- 
dial sympathy from the British authorities, 
though they are inclined to doubt whether 
the right construction is placed upon his 
motives. Lord Salisbury has so often put 
Great Britain on record as ores to ag- 
gressive military operations in China that 
officials here Can searcely conceive that 
Count von Waldersee would issue orders so 
utterly at variance with the attitude of 
Great Britain and the United States. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, John 
Dillon (Nationalist) asked a question re- 
garding the alleged decision to erect an ex- 
tensive fortress in the heart of Peking for 
the protection of the legations. 

The Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
Lord Cranborne, replied that the question 
of protective measures was still under dis- 
cussion. The Government had not yet 
reached any decision, but was fully con- 
scious of the expediency of keeping any 
arrangement within reasonable bounds, 


RUSSIA’S MANCHURIA DEMANDS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The publication 
of the fact that the use of the Pension 
Bureau will cost the Government $35,000 

and stop the pension business for several 

days, giving the employes a vacation not 
contemplated by law, has moved Repre- 
sentative Bell of Colorado to point out 
some other expenses incurred by the con- 
version of the Pension Bureau into a ball- 
room for the inauguration. 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
appropriation for clerical hire in the Pen- 
sion Bureau for the year is $1,971,210, or 
about $5,400 a day. At, say, $5,000 a day 
for eight days, which are not to be charged 
to annual leave or sick leave, the clerks 
will have so much added vacation with 
pay. Besides desiring to know by what 
authority the Pension Commissioner can 
thus release with the waste of $40,000 in 
wages men under him, Mr. Bell wants to 
know whether the Secretary of the Interior 
had any right to let the building for the 
purpose for which it is to be used. 

In order to have his doubts cleared up, 
Mr. Bell asks that the Judiciary Committee 
inquire of the Secretary of the Interior 
where he got his authority to grant the 
leaves of absence with pay, to permit the 
papers and furniture of the Pension Bu- 
reau to be removed, and to grant a com- 
mittee of private citizens permission to take 
ossession for ball and concert purposes. 
de does not take any account ofthe delay 
to. pension applicants that will be caused 
by e eight or more days’ suspension of 
business. 

Last year there were adjudicated 45,344 
pension cases. It is easy to show that the 
use of the Pension Bureau as a ballroom 
for twelve days, allowing for the disorder 
of moving in and out before and after the 
ball, will postpone for that period about 
1,800 pensions that would otherwise be 
added to the rolls. As pensions average 
about $182 in value, this affects the feelings 
of persons who will have to wait twelve 
days for $237,000 that they would get that 
much sooner if there were no ball in the 
Pension Bureau. 


Governor Wants No Delay—Democrats 
in Caucus Decide to Support 
the Morgan Bill.

The desire is to get all the proposed Ram- 
apo legislation into one bill. 

Before the meeting of the Assembly to- 
day the Democratic members held a cau- 
cus at which Assemblyman McKeown of 
Brooklyn presided. The caucus décided to 
support the Morgan bill for the repeal of 
the Ramapo Company’s charter. A resolu- 
tion was passed to further action upon this 
bill in every possible way. It was decided 
to give notice to Mr. Morgan that if he 
desired to have the Committee. on Cities

AGAINST THE WHISKY TRUST. 


It Pleaded that a Contract It Made Was 
IHegal, but a Cincinnati Judge 


Decided for Plaintiffs.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 19.—Judge Rufus B. 
Smith of the Superior Court struck another 
hard blow at trusts on Tuesday. Elias 
Block & Co., Kentucky distillers, shut up 
their manufactory under a contract with 
the Whisky Trust by which the latter 
agreed to furnish Block & Co. with all 
their goods and pay them $1,000 a month in 
addition. 

The trust became in default for $10,000 
under this contract. Block & Co. sued to 
recover. The truse¢ filed a demurrer, al- 
leging that the very contract it had made 
was illegal and in restraint of trade, and 
hence could not be sued on. The briefs 
handed up by counsel on both sides seem 
to have exhausted all authorities on the 
subject. 

The Court heid that, so far as, the peti- 
Honiaage ch alleges. that Block &-Co. were 
agents for the trust, goes, the company 
had a right to sue on the contract as re- 
ferred to in the petition. The Judge fol- 
lows his own decision in the case of Kir- 
win vs. the Standard Oil Company, in 
which he held that when a contract ap- 
parently illegal is only an incident to a 
large contract which is legal, then the 
first contract will stand as a circumstance. 

Both those decisions are regarded as be-

DR. ABBOTT ON THE PRESS. 


Says It Has Faults, but It 
the People to Read. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Feb. 19.—Dr. Lyman Abbott, in 
his lecture to-night, had this to say of the 
newspaper press: 

“Whatever the harm of sensational lit- 
erature, it teaches the people to read. De- 
spite the defects of the American press, it 
holds up a mirror of the whole world’s af- 
fairs. The mirror may not be the right 
kind, but its tendency is to lead the people 
to self-consciousness. If you do not like 
vice and crime, change the light. If you 
look into a mirror and see a dirty face, do 
you wash the face or the mirror? 

‘**T do not want a press which shows up 
the virtues of humanity and not the faults, 
but let us have more truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth. Though the 
press may be defective in leadership and 
lacking many qualities which one hopes 
to see, it brings the whole history of yes- 
terday before us and is constantly exert- 
ing an influence in American democracy 
which no one can gainsay.”’ 

The best literature, he went on to say, is 
within the reach of all people to-day. Few 
persons are so poor that they cannot have 
a better library than their grandfathers of 
considerable means could possess. Despite 
the harm of cheap novels, Dr. Abbott. de- 
clared that they teach people to read, and 
as the ordinary mind develops, it demands 
better and better reading. 


ver, Albert St. John, twenty-eight years 
old, of 193 St. John’s Place, Brooklyn, him- 
self received a wound that may result fa- 
tally.

Belger 
tried to take the revolver from St. John. 
who pressed it against the detective’s 
breast and pulled the trigger. The detect- 
ive fell to the floor, and Feeney, grap- 
pling “ith St. John, seized his wrist. The 
movement turned the weapon against the 
demented man. It went off, and the bullet 
entered St. John’s abdomen. Feeney final- 
ly secured the revolver, and then furned 
his attention to his brother policeman. St. 
John immediately jumped to his feet, and 
dashing bareheaded into the street, did not 
until he reached the home of his 
brother, Paul St. John, at 391 Fourth 
Street. He entered the basement door, ran 
up to the back parlor, and fell unconscious 
to the floor. The family sent a hurry eall 
for an ambulance, and the wounded man 
was taken to Seney Hospital. 

When Belger recovered from his shock it 
was discovered,, to everybody’s astonish- 
ment, that he was uninjured. The bullet 
from the revolver had wa through his 
vest, smashing a pencil. It then. passed 
through a wallet which contained $110 in 
bills, in an inside pocket, perforating every 
bill, struck the buckle of the suspender, 
and was deflected into his vest pocket, 
where it lodged.

He says it is the duty of the 
General Assembly to reapportion this State 
and relieve it from the Democratic gerry- 
manders now existing. 


AZTEC RELICS FOUND AT YALE. 


Ornaments of Pure Gold Recovered 
from Rubbish Heap.

NEW HAVEN, Feb. 19.—An important 
and curious discovery was made in the cel- 
lar of Peabody Museum at Yale yesterday 
afternoon. In a rubbish heap, ready to be 
thrown away, were found more than a hun- 
dred Aztec gold ornaments and relics, used 


both in households and temples. The orna- 
ments were packed waey in a crate. 

In + poy ft over a pile of empty boxes 
piled up to be carted away one of the stu- 
dents lifted a box, that was half opened, 
and from which a number of what seemed 
to be brass articles fell out at his feet. The 
undergraduate tock one of the pieces to the 
laboratory and applied testing acids to the 
surface. He immediately discovered that 
the article, weighing some ounces, was pure 
gold. 

It was then found that the remainder of 
the ornaments were also pure gold. The 
value intrinsically is very large, and the 
value as Aztec relics cannot be estimated. 
The articles, it is thought, were part of the 
extensive collections made by the late Prof, 
Marsh and presented to the university.

State Executive Committee, to-day an- 
nounced that he had for some time past 
aligned himself with the Republican Party. 
This action, he states, was known to the 
Populisttieaders, but they persuaded him to 
maintain silence up to the present time for 
fear of embarrassing the Populists in their 
work in the State.

BROADWAY BLOCK SOLD 


Boreel Building Secured by Central 
Realty, Bond and Trust Co. 


Figure.Said to be About $2,500,000, or at 
the Rate of $166.66 a Square Foot 


—History of the Site. 


One of the largest real estate deals of 
recent years was effected yesterday in the 
purchase of the Boreel Building, covering 
the entire block bounded by Broadway, 
Cedar, Thames, and Temple Streets, by the 
Central Realty, Bond and Trust Company. 
The property has been held at $2,500,000, 
and while the exact consideration in the 
present transaction is not made public, it 
is said to be little less than that figure. 
The parcel is assessed for taxation at $1,- 
450,000. 

Henry Morgenthau, President of the Cen- 
tral Realty, Bond, and Trust Company, 
said last evening that no definite plans 
had been formed regarding the future of 
the block. It may be resold in the near 
future for improvement with a modern of- 
fice structure, or, failing to find a pur- 
chaser, the company which has just ac- 
quired it will proceed with the erection of 
a new building not less than twenty stories 
in height. In any event, there will be no 
change in the property until the new build- 
ing of the Chamber of Cgammerce has been 
completed, on the site of the old Real 
Estate Exchange Building, which is now 
occupied by the Central Realty, Bond, argl 
Trust Company. While the new Chamber of 
Commerce is building, the Central Realty, 
Bond, and Trust Company will have its of- 
fices on the first floor of the Boreel Build- 
ing, recently occupied as temporary quar- 
ters by the American Exchange National 
Bank. 

With skyscrapers claiming one after an- 
other of down-town corners, the Boreel 
Building site has become one of the few 
large plots available for improvement, and 
among these few it is perhaps the choicest. 
It has frontages of 101 feet on Broadway, 
150 feet on Cedar Street, 102 feet on Temple 
Street, and 146 feet on Thames Street. 
Therefore, while its area is about 15,000 
square feet, it has frontages of 500 feet— 
qualifications as a building site which can- 
not be duplicated in the down-town district. 
On a basis of $2,500,000 as the purchase 
price, the square foot rate would be $166.66. 

The only recent transaction in the neigh- 
borhood with which this may be compared 
was the purchase of the northwest corner 
of Broadway and Cedar Street by the St. 
Lawrence Realty Company about two years 
ago. The latter plot included 5,500 square 
feet, and the price was $1,100,000, or $200 
per square foot. The Singer Manufacturing 
Company paid $181 per square foot for its 
Liberty Street corner, and part of ‘the 
American Surety Company’s site at Broad- 
way and Pine Street was purchased at the 
rate of $267 per square foot. 

_The Boreel Building block is one of con- 
siderable historical association. Within 
the memory of many New Yorkers it was 
the site of the old City Hotel, a three- 
story structure, which in 1878 presented 
such outward appearance and interior con- 
dition that the authorities could no longer 
tolerate it. In that year it was tern down 
to make way for the present Boreel Build- 
ing, a seven-story~ettucture; which was re- 
garded as fire-proof and altogether the 
finest of office buildings at that date. 
About five years ago it was extensively 
overhauled, but what with increased taxa- 
tion and the competition of the more mod- 
ern structures, its income-producing power 
has suffered. The old City Hotel was 
originally built as the New York Tontine 
Hotel and Assembly, and for many years 
the property stood in the name of Philip 
Livingston and others, as Trustees for 
that enterprise. 

The property figures in the official trans- 
fers as far back as early in the seventeenth 
century, and the chain of title, as shown 
in the records of the Lawyers’ Title In- 
surance, develops some interesting history. 

The earliest recorded conveyance is one 
by William Dyre and wife to Thomas 
Lioyd, in which the premises were con- 
veyed for £510. An interesting fact in this 
instrument is that the premises are de- 
scribed as ‘“‘a lot without the gate of 
the City of New York.’’ The deed refers 
tu a highway as one of the boundaries of 
the property, and this is the present’ Broad- 
way. It aiso refers to another of the 
boundaries as being a passageway or road 
leading to the mill of P. Janesen Messier, 
and another boundary as a road leading 
to the churehyard or burial place, now 
Trinity Churchyard. This conveyance af- 
fected all the land covered by the Boreel 
Building, and also a considerable amount 
of land extending to the Hudson River. 

From this point the chain of title shows 
little of interest, except that almost the 
same parcel of land was conveyed on Oct. 
1, 1696, for £220 by William Huddlesten and 
wife to John Hutchins. The property sub- 
opennely belonged to the De Lancey fam- 
ily. 

John Jacob Astor bought the block in 1828 
for $121,000. His daughter Sarah married 
Robert Boreel in 1842. This property was 
then conveyed to her, among other parcels 
as a dowry, and it is by her heirs that it 
will be conveyed to the Central Realty, 
Bond and Trust Company. These heirs in- 
clude Alfred Boreel and his wife, Louise 
Boreel; Sophie De Groeninx, a daughter of 
Robert Boreel; Adolph Van Pallandt, Hans 
Willem Van Pallandt, Sarah Agnes Sophie 
Van Pallandt, Elise Dorothie Van Pallandt, 
and Constance Catharine Wilhelmine Van 
Pallandt. The Van Pallandts are all resi- 
dents of The Hague, and are grandchil- 
dren of Robert Boreel, being the children of 
one of his daughters, who was the Baron- 
ess Van Pallandt. Besides these heirs, there 
are Robert John Ralph Boreel and Florence 
Boreel. 

The sale of the property was arranged 
through William A. White & Sons, the ne- 
gotiations being directly in charge of Fred- 
erick M. Hilton of that firm. 


$2,000 FOR TWO VISITS. 


Chicago Surgeon's Bill Against Estate 
of Senator Davis.

WANT M. MENIER’S ISLAND. 


Canadians Ask that Anticosti Be Taken 
from the Chocolatemaker — Lord 
Minto Favors the Movement.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 19.—The 
movement to dispute the possession of the 
Island of Anticosti by M. Menier, “ the 
Chocolate King,” has been recommenced. 
A petition was recently drawn up and ad- 
dressed to Mr. Chamberlain, the Colonial 
Secretary, urging that the Island of Anti- 
costi should be expropriated and fortified 
by the imperial authorities as a military 
post to command the entrance of the St. 
Lawrence. 

A reply has been received from Mr. Cham- 
berlain stating that he has referred the 
communication to the Governor General, 
the Earl of Minto, as the question is one for 
the Dominion Government to consider and 
to so act as to conserve the interests of 
the empire. It is claimed the Dominion 
Government has the power to expropriate 
the island, compensating M. Menier in full 
for the cost and the money he has expend- 
ed in improvements. 

The Island of Anticosti is situated in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, near the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence, and is a part of the 
Province of Quebec. It was bought by M. 
Henry Menier, a well-known Parisian capi- 
talist, in December, 1895, from the Island 
of Anticosti Company (Limited) of Eng- 
land. The price paid was £25,000. 

M. Menier assumed immediate possession 
of the island, and at first had some little 
difficulty in dealing with lawless fisher- 
men and others from the northern shores 
of Quebec, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, 
and Labrador, who had for years been in 
the habit of landing on the island. 

They had destroyed buildings, taken fish 
and game, and had committed other minor 
offenses, and they. objected when _ their 
privileges were taken away. M. Menier 
forbade these practices, and this ve rise 
to a report that he had usurped the func- 
tions of the Canadian Government. This, 
however, was promptly denied, and the 
report was traced to the persons affected 
by M. Menier’s orders. 

The island is 180 miles long, and has an 
average width of 27 miles. It contains 
2,500,000 acres, and the wage of its coast 
line is 340 miles. The island is thickly 
wooded, mostly with spruce, but there is 
an abundance of other timber, and there is 
game in plenty. The rivers and creeks, of 
which there are fifty, are filled with fish. 

There has been a good deal of agitation 
about the possesison of such an important 
point by a Frenchman, which feeling has 
been aggravated by Menier’s harsh action 
in evicting eighteen families and compelling 
them to give up their livelihood because 
they would not obey the regulations which 
he had laid down. 

The latest phase of the subject was the 
action of M. Commettant, the self-styled 
Governor of the island, who upon the death 
of Queen Victoria, sent a message of con- 
dolence to Lord Minto. The Governor Gen- 
eral sent the message back with the inti- 
mation that he could not recognize Com- 


mettant in any way. 
It is well known that Lord Minto has 


strong views upon the question, but it is 
doubtful if he will be able to overcome the 
pro-French sympathies of some of the 
French-Canadian members of his Cabinet. 


SUMMONS FOR EDWIN GOULD. 


Negro Deputy Marshal Serves the New 
Yorker in a New Orleans Hotel.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 19.—Tom 
Galbreath, a negro Deputy United States 
Marshal, invaded the apartments of Ed- 
‘win Gotild at the St. Gharles Hotel at an 
early hour this morning, encountered Mr. 
Gould's valet, literally ‘‘ knocked” that 
functionary out by:the boldness and nerve 
of an uncomprising demand to see Mr.

Gould was known to be in the city and 
the deputy was told to take no chances 
and catch him before he left. 


PULP AND PAPER COMBINATION. 


Mills in Quebec and Ontario Prov- 
inces to be Amalgamated.

MONTREAL, Feb. 19.—There are pros- 
pects of great activity in pulp and paper 
manufacturing in Canada during the com- 
ing season. The smaller companies in the 
Province of Quebec and Eastern Ontario 
are to be amalgamated into one large com- 
pany. The Consolidated Pulp and Paper 
Company of Toronto, Limited, incorporated 
under the Ontario Companies act, is about 
to seek incorporation under the Companies 
act of the Dominion Government with a 


capital of $2,500,000, with the power to in- 
crease it to $5,000,000 if necessary. 

The properties to be consolidated imme- 
diately are those at Newburg and Strath- 
cona, Ontario, the Metabetchouan property 
at Lake St. John, and the Indian Lorette 
Mills near this city. On the Metabetchouan 
property neat ground wood pulp mills with 
a capacity of eighty tons per day and a sul- 
phite pulp mill with a capacity of sixty 
tons per day will be erected. The Lorette 
mills will also be rebuilt. 

The provisional Directors of the company 
are John M. Poole, Toronto, President; W. 
H. Mackay, Toronto; E. L. Young, George 
Thompson, Newburg, Ontario, and J. H. 
Charles, Perth, Ontario. 


KILLED BY AUTOMOBILE. 


Messenger Boy on Bicycle Struck and 
Run Over on Sixth Avenue. 
Dominic Vackione, eighteen years old, of 
237 East Forty-second Street, a messenger 
boy atttached to the office of the American 
District Telegraph Company, at 821 Sixth 
Avenue, was run over and almost instantly 
killed shortly after midnight by an auto- 
mobile at Forty-sixth Street and Sixth 
Avenue. Vackione had left the office to 
respond to a call. He rode his bicycle 
down the avenue, and at Forty-sixth Street 
was struck by the automobile. He was 
knocked down and the wheels of the vehi- 

cle passed over his body. 
The injured boy was carried unconscious 


into the office of Dr. Pingell, at 74 West 
Forty-sixth Street, where he died in a 
few minutes. Patrolman McNamara of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station arrested 
John Doherty of 1,507 Lexington Avenue, 
the operator, and locked him up.

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MRS. STETSON’S STORY 
OF MISS BRUSHS WILL 


For Her Church’s Sake She Treat- 
ed the Sick Woman. 


REVIVED HER IN 15 MINUTES 


Christian Science Reader’s Theory of 
Her Alleged Divinely Imparted Power 
and Her “Distant Treatment.” 


Mrs. Augusta A. Stetson, pastor of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, was 
called to the witness stand yesterday, be- 
fore Surogate Fitzgerald, in the contest 
over the will of Miss Helen C. Brush. Her 
testimony was given generally in calm 
tones, but at times her voice was raised 
to the melodramatic pitch. She was hand- 
somely gowned. In her fingers she clutched 
tightly a book with a gold-embossed cover, 
entitled “‘Science and Health,’ by Mary 
Baker Glover Eddy, which is the prayer 
book of the Christian Science cult. 

Mrs. Stetson came to New York as the 
pupil of Mrs. Eddy, and proceeded to spread 
the doctrine of Christian healing. She ac- 
knowledged yesterday on the witness stand 
that as first reader, or pastor, of her 
ehurch she is now receiving a salary of 
$5,000 a year, and fees ranging from $50 
to $200 for teaching pupils Christian Science 
in twelve days, and also a revenue from 
‘healing by the uplifting process.”’ 

Mrs. Stetson is the most important wit- 
ness in the contest, because she “ treated ”’ 
Miss Brush before her death and was one 
of the principals in the episode which led 
up to the making of the will by which near- 
ly all of the estate was left to the Chris- 
tian Science Church. 

The witness said that she was born in 
Waldborough, Me., and came to New York 
in 1886 to spread the doctrine. Her fol- 
lowers at first numbered about half a 
dozen persons, but now there are over 900 
members of the church of which Mrs. Stet- 
son is head. 


MRS. STETSON’S STORY. 


“Tell everything you said to Miss Brush 
when she declared that she wanted to make 
a will,” said Lawyer William Rand, Jr., 
counsel for the church. The narrative 
follows: 


‘* She said, ‘Mrs. Stetson, I have sent for 
you to do me a favor. I want you to 
make me a promise.’ [I said, ‘If it concerns 
you, it is all right.’ She said, ‘I have been 
thinking of changing my business affairs. 
I have a box in the Lincoln Safe Deposit 
Company, and I want to change my asso- 
ciations so far as my sister, Mrs. Findlay, 
is concerned. I want to make a will.’ f 
was startled. ‘ Make a will,’ I said. She 
said Sunday night that she had a hemor- 
rhage, and that Monday she had another. 
She took a book from under a chair, and, 
taking a visiting card, she looked at the 
book, and then wrote om the card. Finally 
she said, ‘I want you to take this card to 
Mr. De Lano and have him make a will 
from these directions.’ i said, ‘Have you 
no Jawyer?’ She said that she wanted 
Mr. De Lano to do this. She read the names 
from the card. When she came to the 
name ‘ Augusta E. Stetson, $5,000,’ I said 
‘Stop! I don’t want it! I don’t need it! 
Finally, she erased my name, and then 
she read off, ‘The Fest of my property [ 
give to my beloved church.” T Went to Mr. 
De Lano’s office, and he was as startled 
ae myself when he knew how Miss Brush 
elt.”” 

Lawyer John M. Bowers contended that, 
as Mrs. Stetson was the head of the cor- 
poration which was pecuniarily benefited 
uider the will, she was not a competent 
witness. Lawyer Rand stated that Mrs, 
Stetson’s salary did not depend on the will 
and that she would receive the $5,000 a year 
from the church whether the will was pro- 
bated or not. Surrogate Fitzgerald de- 
cided that the witness should testify fully. 

. What salary did you get when you first 
organized the Christian Science Church in this 
city? A. None for the first two years, and then 
$1,000 a year for four years; then it was in- 
creased to $2,000, and then to $3,000, and finally 
to $5,000 a year, 

When did you first meet Miss Brush in 
1895, and what did she say? A. She said that 
she was interested in Christian Science and 
wanted to take a course of study in mind read- 
ing. 

Q. Did you accede? A. I did not. I told her 
that as her sisters were Mental Scientists the 
conditions would be unpleasant at home, and 
that the environment would make it unprofitable. 

Q. Did you visit Miss Brush in answer to a 
second request? A. Yes, I did. I was urged to 
go there by a number of Miss Brush’s friends. 

Q. What was her condition when you first 
called on Miss Brush? A. She was very low, in- 
deed. 

Q. Did the ladies who received you at Miss 
3rush’s house request you to go up and see her? 
A. They did. 

Q. Did you treat Miss Brush on that oc- 
ecasion? A. did. 

. Did she respond? A. Not at first, but she 
did after fifteen minutes. 

Q. Did you ask any one in the house if Miss 
Brush was going to die? A. No; that would 
have been unscientific. 

. When you say that you mean it was not 
Christian Sclence? A. Exactly. 

Q. What did you mean by saying that the 
situation was very embarrassing to you? A. 
The sisters were Mental Scientists and there was 
an atmosphere in the house antagonistic to Chris- 
tian Science, and attempting to cure a case by 
Christian Science was a very embarrassing posi- 


tion. 
When did you next visit the house? A. Tf 


visited the house every day for three or four 


days. 

Q. Did you notice any improvement? A. Yes, 
she fluctuated for three or four days, and then 
her heart action became steady and normal, and 
after five days I felt that the cure was so far 
advanced that distant and absent treatment was 
all that was necessary. 


MISS BRUSH’S GIFTS. 


Mrs. Stetson then testified to receiving 
two checks for $50 each, a Tiffany glass 
vase, and a Bohemian glass ornament. She 
said that after the recovery from her illness 
Miss Brush attended one of the twelve-day 
instruction classes in Christian Science, for 
which she paid tuition fees of $100. Mrs. 
Stetson said that she had never told any of 
the Christian Scientists about the property 
which Miss Brush held. On one visit Miss 
Brush was much depressed, and she said to 
Mrs. Stetson, ‘‘ Milly, love suffereth long 
and is blind: love beareth all things and 
doeth all things.’ 

_—Did you ever hear Miss Brush relate her 
euaanee" at an open meeting? A.—yYes, she 
said that she had consumption once, and that 
material agents had done her no good, She said 
she picked up **Science and Health, Mary 
Baker Eddy’s book, and began reading it. As she 
read she said she gained strength, and found a 
great truth. Finally her cough disappeared, and 
she was cured of consumption. 

Q.—Did you ever hear Miss Brush say 3 
she had been given up by the doctors when she 
had double pneumonia? A.—No. She said she 
had found joy and peace in Christian Science, 
and that she had discovered the demonstrable 
God. : 

Lawyer Bowers then began his cross-ex- 
amination. Mrs. Stetson did not raise her 
voice, and her answers to irritating ques- 
tions were suave. She frequently lifted 
the book ‘Science and Health” a few 
inches from her lap and clutched it in both 
hands, while the rows of women followers 
of the faith in the audience did likewise 
with their copies. The cross-examination 
was first to determine whether Mrs. Stet- 
son came to New York to spread the doc- 
trine of Christian healing or with the ob- 
ject of establishing a church. Mrs. Stetson 
parried the question by maintaining that 
her object was to snread the faith. that 
she ‘“‘ associated ’”’ with the few Christian 
Scientists in New York, and that thus the 
church was finally established. _ 

A part of the cross-examination which 
caused comment was when Mr. Bowers 
asked about the first time that Miss Brusn 
Was attended by Mrs. Stetson. Miss Brush 
Was, according te the Christian Science 
healer, so low that her death might nave 
occurred at any minute.

Q.—Isn’'t it a fact that you tell the patient to 
get out of the idea that she is diseased?

Q.—Then disease is merely a condition of the 
mind? <A.—If you destroy the force of the dis- 
ease by the manifestations of force through God. 

Q.—You tried to impress upon her that there 
was a power to destroy the disease? A.—I could 
not make much headway. 

Q.—Why? A.—I don’t know why: 

Mr. Bowers then examined the witness 
at length as to why she had promised to 
take entire charge of the case of Miss 
Brush, and then had gone to Boston for 
weeks, giving the patient only the “ dis- 
tant treatment.’’ Mrs, Stetson parried all 
these questions by a general statement 
that Miss Brush did not need any further 
treatment. 

Q. It does not make any difference as to what 
the character of the disease is whether or not 
you can effect a cure? A.—-Yes; sometimes. 

Q.—You treat them in the same way? A.--With 
the same power. 

Q:—Is it necessary for you to understand what 
the disease is? A,—Yes, Sir; with my present 
understanding it is quite necessary. if I go on 
further and rise higher it may not be necessary. 

Q.—What did Miss Brush come to you for? 
A.—For strong spiritual treatment—uplifting 
treatment—she wanted strength and courage. 
She spoke to me about the unpleasant condition 
of her relationships. 

Q.—Were you present when Miss Brush died? 
A.—Yes. 

Q.—Was Dr. Pease there? A.—Yes, 

Q.—Did you attempt to heal her? 
was no use then. 

Q.—You claim that she was cured of pneumonia 
by your healing? A.—It was the result of my 
own power, 

Q.—Was the same power exerted the second 
time? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Then why was not a cure effected? 
It was because of her unhappy environment. 

Q.—She had been removed from that environ- 
ment for four years? A.—She was unhappy. I 
think the effects on her of four years had weak- 
ened her so that she could not respond to the 
manifestations. She could not be uplifted by the 
spiritual treatment. 

The question then arose as to whether 
Mrs. Stetson owned the Christian Science 
Institute in this city, and how long it took 
for pupils to receive a certificate entitling 
them to practice Christian Science healing. 
Mrs. Stetson acknowledged that she owned 
the institute, and that it was incorporated 
under the laws of the State. She said it 
took twelve days for pupils to graduate and 
receive certificates on the payment of fees 
ranging from $50 to $100. Mrs. Stetson said 
that she received some of the fees, and 
some promised to her were not paid by the 
pupils. 

Mr. Bowers will continue his cross-exam- 
ination of Mrs. Stetson to-day. 

Miss Ella G. Young, a young Christian 
Science pupil, who told Surrogate Fitzger- 
ald quietly that she was “‘ more than twen- 
ty-one,”’ testified that she was not suffi- 
ciently advanced in the faith to take charge 
of the case of Miss Brush during her illness. 
Miss Young had called on Miss Brush, and 
for two visits, which involved staying over 
night with Miss Brush, a payment of $10 
was made for her Christian Science work. 
Miss Young, after leaving the Brush house- 
hold, wrote a letter saying that she ‘ could 
not attend the case, because she was only 
a beginner in Christian Science healing.”’ 
The trial will be resumed this morning. 


PUT STONES IN WIFE’S GRAVE. 


Curious Facts Brought to Light in Set- 
tling Elijah Collins’s Estate. 


A dispute which will come up before the 
Surrogate of White Plains in regard to the 
disposition of the estate of Elijah Collins, 
a Quaker, who died in Chappaqua, N. Y., 
in 1896, is expected to bring some curious 
facts to light. The whole estate amounts 
to about $3,500, and, as there are thirty-

two heirs and claims against the estate 
amounting to nearly $2,000, it is not ex- 
pected that there will be much left for 


each heir after the lawyers have been paid. 
The estate, which consisted of a farm 
and a house, was made over, during a law- 


suit, by Collins to his wife. She refused 
to give it back to him, and when she died 
left a will to the effect that after her 


nusband's death it should be divided among 
thirty-two of her relatives. The will pro- 
vided, however, that the farm was not to 
be sold until after her husband’s death 
and that he was to be provided for during 
nis life. She died several years before 
her husband, who was so enraged at the 
provisions of her will that he caused her 
grave to be filled up with cobblestones 
instead of earth when she was buried. 

When he died, Robert Haviland, who 
was appointed executor of the estate, pre- 
sented a claim against it for $1,500, which 
he said was due him for services rendered 
to Collins. His claim included a bill for 
two shaves a week for five years at 10 
cents a shave, and a bill of $20 for dig- 
ging his grave. Another claim for services 
was made against the estate by a niece of 
Collins, with whom he had lived for some 
time. 

The heirs say that many of the items in 
the claims are exorbitant. They say that 
Collins did not receive two shaves a week 
and did not need them, as his beard was 
of slow growth, and that $20 was too much 
to pay for digging a grave. Haviland says 
that the gravedigging cost so much be- 
cause of the trouble given by the removal 
of the cobblestones from Mrs. Collins's 
grave, in which Collins was buried. The 
heirs finally decided to fight the case, and 
it will come up before the Surrogate, in 
White Plains, some time next week. 





ALLEGED DEFENDANT'S DENIAL. 


Mr. Campbell Says He Is Not the Man 
Wanted for Contempt. 


The identity of Joseph M. Campbell is a 
question which is puzzling Justice Conlan 
in the City Court. One Joseph M. Camp- 
bell has been called in proceedings for 
contempt of court, but he insists that he is 


not the man involved. The Justice has 
adjourned the case for three weeks, when 
affidavits which will be produced from San 
Francisco may settle the question. 
Edward T. Walter obtained a judgment for 
$420 two months ago against Joseph “i. 
Campbell. When supplementary proceed- 
ings were instituted Joseph M. Campbell, 
a contractor, appeared. e denied that he 
owed the judgment, or that he was the

Big Damages for a Lost Life—Capt. 
Sigsbee a Witness. 

Mrs. Matilda Keiley of Jersey City yes- 

terday received a verdict in the Supreme 

Court for $9,0u0 against the New York, 


New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany and the College Point Ferry Com- 
pany for the death of her husband, John 
J. Kelley. ¥ 

Mr. Kelley was a prominent Jersey City 
politician. On July 29, 1897, he was on 
board the excursicn boat Chancellor with 
the ‘‘Joha J. Kelley Associaticn,’’ bound 
for College Point, when the excursion 
steamboat came into collision with a tug 
and two floats belonging to the railroad 
company. Mr. Kelley received injuries 
which caused his death in April, 1898. The 
defense was that the United States battle- 
ship Maine, which was just leaving the 
navy yard bound for Havana, had been 
steered in such a way as to be responsible 
for the accident. Capt. Sigsbee, who was 
then in command of the Maine, was one 
of the witnesses at the trial. 

The case was tried before Justice D. 
Cady Herrick, who added interest and al- 
lowances to the verdict, making the total 
sum awerded $11,070.

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FIRST DAY OF DOG SHOW 





Annual Exhibition Opened in Mad- 
' json Square Garden. — 





GREAT CROWDS SEE THE DOGS 





Luxuriously Housed Pet Animals a 
Feature Among the Toy Breeds— 
The Awards Yesterday. 





Madison Square Garden was transformed 
into a little kingdom of degs yesterday. 
lt was a kingdom of aristocrats, nearly 
1,500 dogs, all possessing long pedigrees, 
making a new record for the annual ex- 
hibits of the Westminster Kennel Club. 
The spectators, for the time being, were 
the subjects, and they acknowledged the 
sway of the dog by paying admiring court 
to him, in countless breeds and varieties. 
This was exhibited, in its highest, degree 
of devotion, in the south gallery, where 
are shown most of the toy dogs, including 
terriers, pugs, Pomeranians, King. Charles 


spaniels, Japanese spaniels, and ruby 
spaniels, 
Conspicuous among these were three 


small ebony-black pugs belonging to Mrs. 
Howard Gould. Wide blue ribbons are tied 
around their necks, and they enjoy the 
luxury of private glass houses, with artis- 
tic pryamid tops, covered with wire netting, 
for the purpose of giving air to the valued 
inhabitants. The dogs have soft blue 
stuffed cushions to rest upon, and, alto- 
gether, their appearance is one of luxurious 
ease and comfort. One of these pugs is 
comparatively new to New York, having 
come from the home of Swedish royalty. 
Princess Zora is the name of this little 
immigrant, and she formerly belonged to 
the King of Sweden. Besides Mrs. Gould's 
three black pugs, there is only one other 
in the show. 

Many more dogs, however, enjoy the lux- 
ury of glass houses, while others peek out 
from neat wicker cages. Mrs. Frank Rob- 
bins of Whitestone, L. I., has three minia- 
ture spaniels, each weighing seven pounds, 
in one strawhouse that is not as big as a 
bushel basket. Tiny, Tannie, and Beautie 
are the names of this interesting trio, and 
they afford no end of amusement to the 
children, who regard the array of berib- 


boned deg cages as almost similar to doll- 
houses. 


ALL CLASSES WELL FILLED. 


The entries ave so large this season that 
both the long galleries contain two or 
three rows of dogs. On the main floor the 
cages are packed together as closely as 
possible, for the convenience and comfort 
of the dogs and spectators. Entering from 
Madison Avenue, one first meets the St, 
Bernards, Great Danes, bloodhounds, mas- 
tiffs, and pointers, while on the Fourth 
Avenue end are the interesting but ugly 
bulldogs. The Bulldog Club of America 
makes a particularly attractive show, which 
is ablaze with electric lights at night. In 
this lovality are the six entries of Richard 
Croker, Jr., including the famous champion, 
Rodney Stone, who is so far superior to 
most of his kind that he has not been en- 
tered for competition. With the other five 
dogs young Croker captured three firsts, 
two being won by Persimmon and one by 
True Type. 

Champion Woodcote Wonder divided the 


interest with Rodney Stone. The former 
is owned by Frank F. Dole of New Haven, 
and won first easily in the open bull ter- 
rier’class, W. S. Gartner's famous Prince- 
ton Monarch getting second. Frank H. 
Croker has six bull terriers, and got two 
firsts, one second, and two thirds. The 
judging, however, is not finished, and he 
may fare better in some of the other classes 
to-day. Among these bulldogs is one vil- 
lainous-looking animal, which is saddled 
with the suggestive name of Rubber Neck. 
The curiosity of spectators was intensified 
by a large sign, stating that tthe beast 
was dangerous. He was the only bulldog 
whose cage was closely wired up in front. 
His face was surly in the extreme, and 
his color a dull gray. A man who was 
anxious to put him to the test uttered 
a series of klyi yells over the top of the 
cage, and the ferocious animal spran 
fully a foot into the air in a desperate ef- 
fort to reach his tormentor. 

In marked contrast to this ferocious creat- 
ure were the shaggy, gentle, and magnifi- 
cent St. Bernards. Never probably has so 
fine an exhibit of these favorite dogs been 
seen in this city. Almost every one asked 
first for Frank Gould's string. He en- 
tered ten, but only nine are shown. With 
these he secured four firsts and two sec- 
onds, outclassing all other exhibitors. Jo- 
seph Meisenheimer of Milwaukee came next 
to him with three firsts. Gould's Our Bobs, 
about one year and five months old, won 
first readily in the novice class, and by 
more than one St. Bernard expert the win- 
ner was declared to be the finest puppy 
in the show. Frank Gould’s other winners 
were two firsts with Baron Sandridge and 
one with Coquette. 


CLOSE CONTEST BY SETTERS. 


The judging rings are seven in all, and 
with the increased number of dogs to in- 
spect, the judges have no time to spare. 
The attendance was unprecedented yester- 
day for a first day. The throng around the 
rings when some of the important classes 
were being judged was often six and eight 
deep. One of the prettiest judging exhibi- 
tions was in the open English setter class, 
in which the rivals were the former winner 
of many prizes, Knight Errant, and the 
new English importation, Barton Tory, 
brought over by George Raper and owned 
by the Vancroft Kennels of Pittsburg. 


Knight Errant was shown by Dan Lewis, 
a noted handler of dogs, while George Ra- 
per put Barton Tory through his paces, It 
required close and long consideration before 
Knight Errant won. 

The failure of Hands Up, Mrs. R. F. 
Mayhew’s champion wire-haired fox ter- 
rier, which carried everything before it last 
year, to win a first, was one of the sur- 
sxrises late in the day. George Raper’s 
Humberstone Bristles was rated ahead of 
Hands Up in the open class, while in an- 
other class Mrs. Raper’s Baby Matchbox 
secured the ribbon. Hands Up won,. how- 
ever, for the second year the Fox Terrier 
Club’s challenge cup, the other dogs not 
being in the club membership.

DOCK BOARD IN’ TROUBLE 


Exceeds Debt-Incurring Limit in 
~ Condemnation Proceedings. 








Outside of Lawful Appropriations by 
Millions—Action Discussed by the 
Board of Estimate. 





Mayor Van Wyck and Controller Coler 
and the Dock Board, of which J. Sergeant 
Cram is President, are likely to become in- 
volved in a dispute over the action of the 
Dock Board in authorizing condemnation 
proceedings to the amount of $12,000,000, 
unless the latter body takes speedy action 
to keep within its appropriation. 

At the meeting of the Board of Estimate 
yesterday the action of Feb. 7, authorizing 
the Corporation Counsel to begin proceed- 
ings on behalf of the city to acquire title 
to North River property valued at $2,000,- 
000 was rescinded, and at the same time 
the fact was disclosed that the Dock De- 
partment had practically wiped out the 
debt incurring capacity of,the city. 

The board is authorized to spend $3,000,- 
000 a year for dock property acquisition and 
improvements, but it was stated by Con- 


troller Coler, who offered the rescinding 
resolution, that it was thought at the time 
the condemnation proceedings were con- 
templated that they were the ohly ones 
arranged by the Department of Docks. 
‘““We have found, however,” said Mr. 
Coler to the members of the Board of Esti- 
mate, ‘‘that proceedings aggregating $12,- 
000,000 were authorized prior to the enact- 
ment of the law which makes the affirma- 
tive action of the Board of Estimate neces- 
sary before condemnation proceedings can 


be instituted.’ ; 

“Do you mean,” asked President Gug- 

enheimer, ‘‘ that the Department of Docks 

as gone ahead and condemned property 
without the authorization of this board? 

“ That is just what has been done,’’ broke 
in the Mayor. ‘‘ Formerly any department 
could ask the Corporation Counsel to begin 
condemnation proceedings. No record of 
these proceedings ever reached the Depart- 
ment of Finance or the Board of Estimate.’’ 

“Would it not be a good idea,” continued 
President Guggenheimer, ‘‘ to pass a reso- 
lution caHing upon the Department of 
Docks to report to this board just what has 
been done?”’ 

“That is the duty of the Mayor, and he 
will not fail in its discharge,’ said Mayor 
Van Wyck. 

“And I intend to see the Dock Commis- 
sioners;”” remarked Controller Coler. 

Controller Coler said after the meeting 
that the Dock Commissioners must rescin 
their action, and take~steps to keep within 
their appropriation, or else serious results 
would follow. To what extent the work 
will be tied up, if at all, could not be as- 
certained yesterday, as none of the Dock 
Commissioners could be found. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Connoly, 
who has charge of these condemnation pro- 
ceedings; said last night that he does not 
believe the situation is as serious as re- 
ported. Mr. Connoly was asked if some of 
the work authorized would not be left by 
the present board as a legacy to the next 
one and work saddled on them of which 
they might not approve. 

“Yes,” said he. ‘‘Some of the work Is 
bound to go over, for the reason that the 
Dock Board will not have time to carry out 
their plans. But there will be nothing out 
of the way in that.’ 

“‘This trouble can be righted. There is 
nothing alarming in the situation. We can 
do the work in sections as we have the 
money to do it, and I do not see that any 
work will be tied up. We do not wish to 
hamper the Dock Board. It has simply 
been imprudent, and we say to it that it 
must go slow and be more careful. The 
board now being held back by law can 
only go ahead as far as its annual appro- 
priation will allow it. The Mayor and Con- 
troller will see the members of the Dock 
Board and see that they keep their expend- 
itures where they should be.”’

Bail Is Declared Forfeited. 

Lavinia H. Van Westervelt Dempsey, 
Queen of the Holland Dames of the New

A lawyer, who said he had been retained 
the night before, added his prayer to that 
of the perturbed bondsman, but the Re- 
corder turned a deaf ear to their entreaties 
and heartlessly issued a bench warrant for 
the sovereign of the Holland Dames, to be 
haled before him instanter.

It will have one in New York short- 
ly. It will begin business with a capital of 
1,000,000, but its capitalization of $10,000,- 
may be exceeded when its operations 
warrant it.

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DRAWINGS BY ALBERT STERNER 
* There is always pleasure and sometimes 
profit in seeing the minor drawings of a 
favorite illustrator of the press when he is 
not thiriking of the story to be accOmpa- 
nied step by step with his illustrations, or 
of the publisher whose ideas about cos- 
tume and attitudes are to be considered. 
Mr. Sterner has been for some time at 
work on the pictures for an illustrated edi- 
tion of ‘Bleanor,” by Mrs. Humphry 
Ward, but the Keppel Gallery does not 
show them. And wisely. Because an ex- 
hibition of charcoals, pastels, and crayons 
that represent the occasional moods of the 
artist is really more interesting—and the 
two are better kept apart. 

As it is, the slighter, airier work has a 
chance to be seen, its spontaneity judged, 
and, should there be lightness of touch and 
charm in it, these get their opportunity as 
they never would if accompanied by more 
elaborate pictures telling sections of a ro- 
mance. How much in a first sketch that 
is attractive evaporates when the artist 
sets himself to arrange and carry out the 
picture in the style the publisher and the 
public demand! 

In choosing to use red chalk Mr. Sterner 
lightens and brightens his sketches and 
portraits, while adding at the same time a 
suggestion of work by masters who lived 
a century or more ago, when the drawing 
in “sanguine ”’ was all the fashion. It is 
particularly fitted for drawings of the nude, 
like ‘‘ The Bather”’ and *“‘ Nude, Morning,” 


where it is combined cleverly with char- 
coal. Yet the use of charcoal! alone to get 
striking effects is seen in ‘The Boa, 

where the boa round the lady’s neck makes 
a very good substitute for color. He varies 
the collection with pastels, as in ‘‘ Mother 
and Child,’ ‘The Note,’ ‘“The Arbor,’ 
and “The Wood Nymph,” and again with 
pen-and-ink, as in “The Nurse.’’ Then he 
gives us sketches in the Japanese Way, on 
thin paper, traced with the brush in water 
colors, a method that requires. a .much 
steadier and more resolved hand than the 
drawings in red chalk, because there is no 
mending a false line when it is once traced 
on so delicate a surface. 





Examples in which Mr. Sterner scores 
powerfully with combinations of curves 
and downward flowing lines are “A 


Nymph,”’ in which the figure is charmingly 
indicated and then controlled by the few 
flowing lines that suggest rather than de- 
scribe the aperes and again in the full- 
face bust ‘‘ Child Reading,” where the long 
tresses of the little girl perform the same 
office as the drapery of the nymph, giving 
an agreeable frame and a clothing, as it 
were, to the curves of the face. A pleasing 
technique is seen in ‘‘ The Window Seat, 
where the girl’s gown is treated with red- 
dish washes. The discreet use of colors 
brought at some one point to a brilliant 
focus is seen in ** Oranges” and ‘*‘ The Red 
Vase.”’ 

Among the striking portraits are those 
of Julian De Picaza and Fred Dana Marsh. 
More after the fashion of other illustrators 
who evolve from their inner consciousness 
a type of feminine beauty and style, which 
nobody recognizes, is ‘‘ Une uchesse.”’ 
The most attractive of all are the pictures 
of a little boy drawing or studying, whom 
we may safely attribute to the artist's fam- 
ily; though it must be said that fine and 
interesting drawing is also seen in_ the 

rtraits of Mrs. Albert Sterner and Mrs. 

ohn Wildman. 


LANDSCAPES BY CHARLES ROL- 
LO PETERS. 


Two score paintings at the Clausen Gal- 
lery, 381 Fifth Avenue, introduce one to an 
artist of Monterey, Cal., who uses color 
with a sureness and courage that stamps 
him as one of the most remarkable paint- 
ers of the day. Mr. Peters has had his 
schooling in Paris, that is evident, but he 
seems able to avoid the introduction of 
French atmosphere into scenes from the 
Pacific Slope. It is rather the other way. 

His picture of Notre Dame de Paris is in 
coloring and technique unlike that of any 
French painter. It is a daylight view, but 
the old battered towers about which Victor 
Hugo wove his incomparable romance are 
seen through a yellow London fog—or is it 
a fog from the Pacific shot through by the 
rays of a setting sun? There are three 
views with buildings taken at East Hamp- 
ton, L, I., and in these also the foreign yet 
not French effect is very noticeable., But 
in both of these the hour chosen is after 
sunset, so that their atmosphere may be 
true to the locality. 

Mr. Peters rarely paints the sunlight; he 
is uncomfortable in the pitiless transparen- 
ey of our air, and loves the night and twi- 
light like a flying squirrel. His night skies 
are rich and dreamlike, set with stars and 
accompanied by stretches of water almost 
as full of opal, malachite, and turquoise 
as the skies' themselves. Moonlight is his 
grand passion; marvelously well: does he 
picture long adobe houses and _ their 


thatched roofs as they bathe in the soft 
moonbeams, and over them the branches 
of unearthly trees. 

“Casa del Laguna,” ‘‘ The Abandoned 
Corral,’ ‘‘ Colton Hall Monterey,’’ ‘‘ Gon- 
zales Adobe,”’ ‘‘ Soberanes, Adobe, Monte- 
rey,’”’ and ‘“ Tularcitos,’’ as well as “* Cus- 
tom House, Monterey,” and ‘San Fran- 
cesquita,’’ borrow mystery from the night 
and fill the observer with the delight that 
comes when objects are no longer seen in 
all their pitiful actuality, but mercifully 
wrapped in that veil of semi-darkness 
through which their main masses and main 
lines appear with a distinctness unknown 
to daylight. Add to his powerful color 
sense and this preference for moonlight 
and gloaming. the charm of a very foreign 
touch in architecture and plant life due to 
the locality where he dwells, and you get 
a result that will not fail to surprise and 
delight. 

In most of these moonlit pictures the 
moon is not to be seen; but in “ Early 
Moon,” ‘The New Moon,” and ‘“ Moon- 
rise, ome Bay,” the orb is painted 
with great boldness in its yellowest phase. 
The ‘“‘new’”’ moon, indeed, is out of the 
eanvas, but it is shown reflected in smooth 
water, with perhaps a little-too solid and 
orange a hue. 

One of the finest nocturnes is a camp 
with canvas tents, called ‘‘Camp by the 
Cross,” alluding to a hill near by, on whose 
summit stands a cross. The white canvas 
in the dark field, repeated down the line 
of the camp street, is astonishingly pleas- 
ing; broad, simple masses of greenish white 
that appear by contrast purely white are 
impressive through their simplicity. 

In that one nearest, a fire glows through 
the canvas walls, and on the street a man 
stands near a heap of glowing embers. 
This is a worthy pendant to the fine noc-

CHOIR CAUSES. DISCORD.

SMALLPOX PATIENTS 
WALK INTO HOSPITAL 


Doctors at the Harlem Institution 
Receive a Surprise. 








One Death and Thirteen New Cases 
Yesterday—Lodging House Raided 
and Inmates Vaccinated. 





Three persons suffering from well-devele 
oped cases of smallpox walked”into Hare 
lem Hospital within an hour of each other 
yesterday afternoon, and turned the place 
topsy turvy with excitement for a while, 
The three patients, two men and a woman, 
were sent to North Brother Island. and the 
Board of Health sent out a corps of vac< 
cinators and fumigators to go through the 
houses where the patients resided for the 
purpose of preventing the spread of the 
disease. 

At the hospital dispensary yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. Blackmar, assisted by Dr. Levy, wag 
attending to several patients. Outside the 
room used as a dispensary were seated 
about a dozen men, women, and children. 
As Dr. Blackmar opened the door for w 
patient he was attracted by the appear- 
ance of Edward Pierce, thirty-five years 
old, of 32 West One Hundred and Thirty- 
first Street. Calling him in the room he 
questioned the man. 

“Do you know you have a well-devele 
oped case of smallpox?” asked the doce 
tor. 

Pierce almost fainted away at this in- 
formation, but Dr. Blackmar hustled him 
off to the isolated ward, and then notified 


House Surgeon Muller, who ran to the 
telephone and called up the Board of 
Health, telling them what had occurred. 
Word came back over the wire that an 


ambulance would be sent for the patient 
immediately, and that a corp of vaccinators 
and fumigators would be sent out. 

Matters had just begun to quiet down, 
when Dr. Mooney, who was in the office, 
was called to attend a young woman who 
had applied for treatment. She gave her 
name as Blanche Avanione, twenty-three 
years old, of 230 East One Hundred and 
Tenth Street. He was surprised to find a 
second case several days old. The woman 
was placed in the isolated ward, and in the 
meantime the patients in the various wards 
were vaccinated. 

About 2:30 o'clock Dr. Levy was heard 
coming up stairs in double-quick time, and 
on reaching Dr. Muller’s room said that a 
third smallpox patient had just walked into 
the dispensary for treatment. An examina- 
tion of the patient, who gave his name as 
Daniel Stanton, twenty-eight years old, of 
the New York Hotel, 156 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street, dispelled: all 
doubts. 

About 3:30 o’clock the Board of Health 
ambulance rolled up to the door of the 
hospital, and the three patients were taken 
from the isolated ward and driven away in 
the ambulance. Cases of smallpox and 
other contagious diseases have frequently! 
walked into Harlem Hospital, but never 
in the history of the institution had three 
cases of smallpox walked in within a period 
of less than three hours. 

When the Board of Health was informed} 
by the hospital authorities of the smallpox 
cases, a detachment of vaccinators, headed: 
by Dr. Blauvelt, was sent to Harlem last 
night to raid the lodging house at 156 East] 
One Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, in 
which Daniel Stanton had a room = 


the last few days. In the house were 122 
lodgers, all of whom were vaccinated with- 
out ceremony. Some of them had to be 
awakened, and there was quite a commo- 
tion until the doctors convinced everybody 
in the place that they meant business. 
There was one death from smallpox and 
thirteen new cases of the disease, including 
the three above mentioned yesterday. The 
death was Julia Pease, two years old, o 
446 East One Hundred and Fifteenth 
Street, who died at North Brother Island, 
to which she was sent Friday. 
The other cases discovered yesterday were 
in various neighborhoods. Four were in 
one family. They were Corinne Jewel, 
eleven years old, of 1,976 Lexington Ave- 
nue; Edward, nine years; Mary, five, an@ 
George, two. Charles, seven years old, was 
taken to North Brother Island Feb. 10, 
where he still is. The mother and another 
child are still under surveillance, and the sg 
Board of Health physicians have. disinfect- 
ed and fumigated the house.

POLICE MAKE ARREST — 
IN THE CUDAHY CASE 


Charge James Callahan with Com- 
plicity in the Abduction. 








THREE PERSONS IDENTIFY HIM 





Young Cudahy Says He Is the Man Who 
Guarded Him in the Cottage—Pris- 
oner Says He Has an Alibi. 





OMAHA, Feb. 19.—The police have under 
arrest James Callahan, charged with com- 
plicity in the abduction of Edward Cudahy, 
Jr., on the night of Dec. 18, 1900. Callahan 
was arrested last Saturday, but the police 
have kept it a secret until to-day in the 
hope of securing other arrests. . 

Young Cudahy has positively identified 
Callahan as the man who accosted him 
near the Cudahy residence and represented 
himself to be a Sheriff from an adjoining 
county and forced him into a buggy, and 
also as the man who kept guard over him 
at the Melrose Hill house during the thirty 
hours he was a prisoner, pending the nego- 
tiations for the ransom of $25,000 which Mr. 
Cudahy paid for the return of his boy. 

Daniel H. Burris, who sold a horse and 
buggy to two men; who are supposed to 
have used them -to procure the abduction, 
also identified Callahan as one of the men 
with whom he made the deal. Marie Lar- 
sen, a servant in the employ of J. N. H. 
Patrick, of whom the kidnappers rented a 
house, was the third person to identify Cal- 
lahan, and says he is the man who paid a 
month’s rent in advance for a cottage in 
Happy Hollow, which the bandits, fearing 
discovery, abandoned two weeks before the 
abduction. 

Callahan was arrested by Patrolmen 
Deuxberry and Dwyer, both of whom are 
old acquaintances of the prisoner, one of 
them having gone to school with him. They 
also knew that he was a close friend of 
Pat Crowe, for whom a large reward has 
been offered as leader in the kidnapping. 
Their suspicions were aroused some time 
ago by remarks dropped by Callahan in 
connection with discussions of the Cudahy 
affair. Their suspicions were communicat- 
ed to the Chief of Police, who made a quiet 
but thorough investigation, which led to 
Callahan’s arrest. 

Edward A. Cudahy, Sr., to-day told of the 
arrest and said his son had identified Cal- 
lahan as one of his abductors, and also 
that two other persons recognized Calla- 
han as a man connected with the abduc- 
tion. Mr. Cudahy feels confident that the 
police now have one of the right men and 
that other arrests of equal importance will 
follow. 

Young Cudahy’s identification of the man 
seems complete. Together with his father 
he called Sunday at the office of the Chief 
of Police and confronted the prisoner. The 
men had a conversation lasting half an 
hour, and after Callahan had been taken 
away young Edward said: 

‘‘] would never forget that voice, and I 
also remember very distinctly his peculiar 
manner in pronouncing certain words. In 
his present talk he used these same words 
and pronounced them the same. As I had 
several good looks at the man while he 
was guarding me, I can’ be pretty sure 
that this is the man wanted.” 

Callahan denies absolutely that he had 
anything to do with the kidnapping, but 
admits he was a close friend of Crowe. 
He says he can prove an alibi, and states 
that during the time which it is claimed 
he spent guarding young Cudahy, he was 
at the home of his sister, a Mrs. Kelly, 
living at Poppleton Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street, which is a short distance from the 
Melrose Hill house. 

Mrs. Kelly to-night was asked concerning 
the whereabouts of Callahan at the time 
of the abduction, and said the day follow- 
ing the deed he was at her home, but ac- 
knowledges that she does not know his 
whereabouts the night before. 

To-night the police secured information 
which they expect will lead to the arrest 
of another man connected with the crime. 

e is a coachman of a family friend of Mr. 

Cudahy, and it is claimed he has been act- 
ing very queerly in the matter ever since 
the kidnapping. The Chief of Police says 
this man will be arrested to-night or in 
the morning, and he expects him to throw 
additional light on the matter. 

The coachman is not suspected as being 
one of the principals, but his son is the 
man really wanted, and the elder man is 
expected to tell of his son’s actions at 
the time of the stealing of the boy. The 
coachman’s son, Chief of Police Donahue 
ays, fits minutely the description of Man 
Yo, 3, and is now the object of the search. 
Callahan to-night made a statement as 
follows: 

“TI know nothing, absolutely nothing, 
about the kidnapping of Edward Cudahy, 
Jr. If I did I would be the last man in the 
world to tell it, because if I did and Pat 
Crowe proved to be connected with the 
crime he would run me to the end of the 
earth and run a knife through me. 

“There is no danger of me turning State’s 
evidence, even if I had knowledge of the 
deed which would assist the State in a con- 
viction. Rather would I serve a term in 
the penitentiary than take chances of ac- 
knowledging that I had information incrim- 
inating myself or anybody else, because 
I know the people of this city would not 
rest until they had hanged me to the near- 

est telegraph pole. 

“I have seven people who will swear to 
my whereabouts on the night of the abduc- 
tion and the two days following. Again, 
I would say that nobody can bring evidence 
to show that I was in any way connected 
with the kidnapping. The statements of 
those who have pretended to identify me 
with the case go for nothing. I know none 
of them, have never seen them, nor had 
any dealings with them.” 

Callahan is thirty-eight years of age, and 
has lived in Omaha for several years. He 
has been employed in the, packing house 
of the Cudahy Packing Company at South 
Omaha up to three months ago. He has not 
been employed for some time, but the police 
claim he has been spending money freely 
and taking life easy. In 1893 he was given 
a five years’ penitentiary sentence for high- 
way robbery, but after serving eighteen 
months was paroled. Six months later he 
was convicted for stealing and sent back to 
serve the remainder of the sentence. 
Callahan is held as Man No. 3, as d&- 
scribed in the circular recently sent broad- 
cast, describing the three men supposed to 
be the abductors, and for whom there is 
now a combined reward of nearly $60,000. 

The Chief of Police says the fact that 
Callahan has an alibi prepared leads him 
to believe that he has the right man. Prior 
to the kidnapping Callahan is said to have 
been in Crowe’s company daily. He intro- 
duced Crowe as “Mr. Johnson,’ and they 
took rides daily together in the vicinity of 
Russer’s Park, which is near the spot where 
=, Cudahy left the gold on the eventful 
night.

Alarm of Fire Causes the Audience to 
Rush Into the Street. 

A fire which broke out on the third floor 
of the four-story brick building 253 and 255 
Bowery, last night, caused much excite- 
ment among the large audience on the first 
and second floors known as the Empire 
Music Hall. The two upper floors are oc- 
cupied by the owner and manager of the 
place, Casper Iba. He was in the gallery 
of the music hall when a waiter informed 
him of the fire. A man overheard the con- 
versation and immediately started for the 


street, followed by the audience, who had 
become greatly excited at the sight of the 
man running toward the door. In a few 
minutes the place was empty. 

At the time Della Wilson, a song and 
dance artist, was entertaining the audience. 
When she learned of the fire the woman 
fainted, as did two other actresses. All 
three were carried to the street and were 
quickly revived. 

The cries of ‘‘ Fire!” were heard by the 
audience in the London Theatre, in the next 
block, Fearing the fire was in that build- 
ing, the audience rushed out, but returned 
when they learned there was.no danger. 
Several hundred Bowery hangers-on accom- 
panied them, the taking of tickets having 
been dispensed with. 

_Edward Curly, the stage manager of the 
Empire Music Hall, turned in an alarm, and 
the blaze was put out after damage to the 
extent of $1,000 had been caused.

No Good Against a Hostile 
Caribbean Fleet.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 19.—At a meeting 
of the Academy of Political and Social 
Science to-night, the subject for discus- 
sion was ‘‘ The Isthmian Canal.” ‘The most 
interesting paper read was that of Col. 
Peter C. Hains of the United States Army. 

Col. Hains takes the ground that the in- 
terests of this country can be best sub- 
served by an unfortified or neutral canal, 
and in his paper he treated the subject 
from the standpoint of the military strate- 
gist. In the first place he enumerated the 
naval powers of the world, naming Great 
Britain, France, Russia, the United States, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, and Spain. In rel- 
ative strength they stand in the order 
named, 

Spain has been showy to be inefficient, 
but Col. Hains holds that if there had been 
a fortified canal for America to defend, 
naval operations in the West Indies might 
have been more difficult. Indeed, he inti- 
mates that the blockade of Havana would 
probably have been ineffective. 

Japan, he holds, might become formida- 
ble, but he dees not believe that the in- 
sular empire of the Pacific would try, even 
if there were a neutral canal, to. transfer 
the theatre of war to the Atlantic, where 
she has neither coaling nor supply stations. 

As for the European nations. that are in- 
ferior to the United States in naval power, 
none is capable of conducting important 


*naval operations against this country on 
either the Atlantic or Pacific sides of the 
United States, and none is provided with 
naval bases of supply in-such proximity as 
to cause any alarm.

Like Russia, she 
has neither coaling nor supply stations on 
this side of the Atlantic. Some of her bat- 
tleships a few years ago were regarded as 
the most formidable afloat, as they carried 
the largest guns. But these ships are not 
well adapted to operating at & long dis- 
tance from a base. If Italy should make a 
demonstration against this country -in the 
Pacific it would be in extreme Western 
waters in, the vicinity of the Philippine 
Islands, and for this purpose the Suez route 
is the shorter and better way. 

Germany and the United States are more 
nearly on an equality in naval strength 
than any other two important naval pow- 
ers. But Germany has no colonies or sup- 
ply statians on the Atlantic side of the 
United States; her nearest colony is in 
Africa, too far removed to be of much use 
in a war with the United States even If it 
were otherwise advantageous. On the Pa- 
cific side Germany has supply stations, but 
they are few and far from the shores of 
the United States; but to attack this 
country on that side Germany would not 
use an American isthmian canal. The Suez 
route is better and less liable to be inter- 


rupted. ¢ 

In .a war, then, between the . United 
States and any nation of approximately 
equal naval strength, the Canal would not 
be used by the enemy, while & neutral canal 
would be used by the United States. 
There are only two nations whose naval 
strength is decidedly superior to the Unit- 
ed States; these are France and Great Brit- 
ain. The total naval tonnage of the for- 
mer is nearly double that of this country, 
but much of it is in vessels of an old type. 
Fort de France, on the Island of Martin- 
ique, one of the Windward Islands on the 
east side of the Caribbean Sea, is a com- 
modious deep-water harbor. It affords a 
fine rendezvous for a French fleet within 
striking distance of the canal. 

-If the canal were fortified France, under 
the laws of war, would have the right to 
capture, destroy, or blockade it. But naval 
control of the Caribbean Sea would be 
necessary to capture or blockade it. Wheth- 
er or not France would wish to do either

But if the canal were neutral, 
France, without a violation of the laws 
of war, could neither blockade, destroy, 
nor capture it. She would therefore have 
less reason to strive for supremacy in the 
Caribbean Sea, and the Jnited States 
would get the full use of the canal without 
the necessity of fortifying it. 

sreat Britain is a commercial nation. 
Her foremost object would be in the event 
of war to keep open her avenues of trade. 
In a war with the United States, her first 
aggressive operations would doubtless be 
on the Atlantic side, for which Great Brit- 
ain is well provided with good bases in 
close proximity to our shore. These sta- 
tions form a cordon around the American 
coast which would menace the operations 
of the United States Navy, and from which 
Great Britain would operate against coast- 
wise commerce at her leisure. 

If the canal were fortified a garrison 
would be stationed there. To keep open 
communication between it and the United 
States would become a matter of the most 
vital concern. To destroy these communi- 
eations would therefore be an object of the 
highest importance to Great Britain. With 
five battleships to America’s one, and with 
Kingston, a deep, well-fortified, and com- 
modious harbor,,as a bage of operations, 
Great Britain would have every chance in 
her favor. 

That Great Britain might eventually capt- 
ure the canal is not beyond the range of 
possibility. An isthmian canal to be of 
service to the United States presupposes 
that passage of it, through it, and from 
it is assured. But passage to or from it 
in case @f war with a strong naval power 
could only be maintained by a Strong naval 
force. If the canal bristled with guns from 
one end to the other it would be of no use 
to the United States, while a powerful hos- 
tile foe dominated the Caribbean Sea. The 
nation that controls the adjoining seas will, 
in time of war, control passage through 
oe canal, no matter which one has posses- 
sion. 


CITY OFFICIAL EXONERATED. 


The Charges Against Commissioner 
Guilfoyle Declared to be Groundless. 


Mayor Van Wyck made public yesterday 
a decision of Corporation Counsel Whalen 
exonerating Commissioner of Buildings 
Guilfoyle from charges brought against 
him by John H. Dunbar for the destruction 
of a building at Sheepshead Bay. Mayor 


Van Wyck in his letter dismissing the 
charges writes: 

“To the charge that Commissioner Guil- 
foyle is using his office for corrupt and im- 
proper purposes, Mr. Whalen says that the 
charges ‘ are so vague and general, without 
a single specification,’ that he can do. noth- 
ing but deny them absolutely and gener- 
ally.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Whalen finds that 
the other charges against Commissioner 
suilfoyle are ‘“‘ vague’’ and that the com- 
plainants have failed to supply additional 
facts to corroborate their charges. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Whalen says~the charges 
should be dismissed, 


LEGAL AID SOCIETY’S WORK. 


In Twenty-five Years Over $850,000 Has 
Been Recovered for Clients. 

The Legal Aid Society held its twenty- 
fifth annual meeting last night, in the 
Assembly Hall of the United Charities 
Building, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-sec- 
onda Street. It was announced that Andrew 
Carnegie had recently become a member of 
the society and that W. G. Low had given 
$5,000 to it. It was also stated that socie« 
ties of the same kind had been started in 
Boson, Allegheny, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more. 

President Arthur Von Briesen, in his re- 
port, among other things, said: 

“The society has now four law offices in 
different parts of the city adapted to dif- 
ferent classes of the people. It has thereby 
been enabled to some extent to systematize 
the work of each branch. During the twen- 
ty-five years of its existence the society has 
devoted itself to 115,661 cases, and during 
that period the sum of $869,970.74 has been 
recovered for clients. The total work cov- 
ered during the past year was 14,365 cases 
and the sum of $61,117.46 was actually re- 
eovered. Our expenses during the year 


were $14,000, and $12,000 of that sum had to 
be raised by private subscription.’’

Anti-Trust Bill in Indiana.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 19.—The In- 
diana House has at last passed an anti- 
trust bill, but the Democrats claim it is 
valueless.

End of Sampson-Schley Contro- 
_ ~wersy May Be at Hand. 





Both Men Will Be Advanced to Higher 
Rank, It Is Thought, Sampson 


Taking Precedence.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Rear Admirals 
Sampson and Schley will probably be made 
Viee Admirals, in that order, with the con- 
sent of the friends of Rear Admiral Schley 
to permit the promotion of Sampson over 
Schley’s head. The bill to revive the grade 
of Vice Admiral, and to authorize the Pres- 
ident to name two Rear Admirals for the 
new positions, was reported to-day by the 
Naval Affairs Committee after that com- 
mittee had refused to adopt, the vote being 
pretty nearly unanimous, the resolution to 
give the thanks of Congress to Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson for his great services dur- 
ing the war with Spain. 

his action in committee is interpreted 
by members of the committee as an ex- 
pression of weariness over the controversy

that seems to have been waged by the 
partisans of one of the Rear Admirals 
with a determination to humiliate the 


other, and that other the one of the two 
yho was present at the battle of Santiago. 
Hoping to the resolution through 
promptly, Senator McComas asked that it 
be considered at so as to give the 
House full opportunity to dispose of it. 
Senator Pettigrew and Senator Butler, who 
have been stubborn champions of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley, arrested it with their objec- 
tions. Another attempt will, be made. to- 
morrow to bring it up, and Mr. McComus 
is confident that the opposition ‘of Petti- 
grew and Butler will not be persisted in. 
The fact that Senator McComas is taking 
this view of. the matter, and that he has 


been one of the foremost champions of 
Rear Admiral Schley, indicates that he re- 
gards the proposition to advance, Schley 
after Sampson as not intolerable, giving 
him, as it does, the rank that he could not 
get if he did not consent to allow the 
wishes of the President and the Secretary 
of Navy touching Sampson to be gratified. 
Indeed, Mr. McComas said this afternoon 
that he believes the proposition to advance 
Sampson.and Schley to the rank of Vice 
Admiral, with Sampson: ahead,. would be 
agreed to, as a not unreasonable settlement 
ofa dispute that would otherwise deprive 
both officers of the chancé of advancement 
prior to their retirement, that of Schley to 
occur Oct. %, 1901, and that of Sampson on 
Feb. 9, 1902. 

‘Ehe friends of Schley have no doubt that 
if the authority is given to the President 
to name two Rear Admirals he will cer- 
tainly choose Sampson and Schley. While 
neither is named in the resolution, because 
the President is bound to be permitted to 
exercise his right to choose, there is no 
fear that any other Rear Admiral will be 
offered, or that the nomination of Samp- 
son will be confirmed and that of Schley 
neglected. That accident will be guarded 
against. The friends ‘of Rear dmiral 
Schley have always disregarded the. at- 
tacks upon him by the rabid partisans of 
Sampson, assuming that whether there 
Was ever anything inthe: erittcisms upon 
Schley, they were waived by the President 
when*he asked to have Schley advanced 
for -conspicu6éus gallantry in action and by

the? Senate when Schley’s nomination in 
regular course to be a Rear Admiral wae 
sent to the Senate and promptly con-

Whatever were his shortcomings in the 
estimation of his enemies were known by 
them before he was promoted, and they 
took trouble to present them to the Sen- 
ate, which disregarded them as not suf- 
ficiently*important: to deprive him of his 
promotion.

DOVER, Del., Feb. 19.—There was a 
“break in the ranks-af the Republicans to- 
day when the ballots for United States 
Senators were taken. Four regulars, Sena- 
tors Groves and McFarlan and Representa- 
tives Baynard and Dayett, who had stead- 
fastly opposed. the election of J. Edward 
Addicks to the. United States Senate, voted 
for him to-day for the short term. This is 


prebably the forerunner of what the Ad- 
dicks followers have been claiming for sev- 
eral days past—namely, that there would 
be a serious break in the ranks of the regu- 
lar Republicans, and that their candidate 
would ultimately be eleeted to the Senate. 
There was no material change in the first 
balfot, but when the short-term bal- 
lot was taken Senator Groves was the first 
regular to cast his vote for Addicks. Then 
followed McFarlan, Baynard, and Dayeti, 
in the order named. Applause greeted 
each of the legislators as he cast his vote. 
When the count had been concluded it was 
found that Addicks was six votes short of 
election.

possibility of such a session. From a well- 
informed and leading member of the House, 
who should know for business reasons 
whether there is to be an early extra ses- 
sion, the statement was obtained to-day 
that he did not believe anything positive 
concerning the extra session would be heard 
from the President until he delivered his 
inaugural address, at which time he would 
know whether Cuba’s Constitution was 
likely to need Congressional criticism. At 
all events, it is asserted that the address 
will Cwell at length upon the President's 
attitude in this matter, and will reveal to 
the public all the arguments he has sug- 
gested to those visitors who have heard 
him intimate that he intended to ask Con- 
gress to share with him the task of deciding 
what course shall be pursued in Cuba. 

There is no closer friend of the President 
than Representative Grosvenor of Ohio, 
and there is no Representative in either 
branch of Congress who is more outspoken 
or less disposed to *‘ talk through his hat.” 
He has never believed the reports about 
an early extra session, or of any extra 
session at all. With some of the Senators 
he regards it as good politics to get the 
Fifty-sixth Congress away from Wash- 
ington as soon as it is dead, and to keep the 
Fifty-seventh away until it is ripe for 
work in December next. What he says 
about the extra se#ion, therefore, is ac- 
cepted with confidence as indicating that 
there is no real occasion for worrying about 
another session at once. He says: 

“T have all along been opposed to an 
extra session, and I still believe that it 
will be avoided. The Cubans do not know 
the value of time, and there is no telling 
when they will complete their Constitution 
and send it on here. 

“T never saw or knew of any good’ com- 
ing from an extra session, except that of 
four years ago, when the Dingley bill was 
passed. I have been through three. If the 
new committees are named the extra ses- 
sion plunges into a vast amount of work 
not called for; and a long time is consumed 
in getting the new Congressional timber in 
shape. If committees are not named, the 
session evolves itself into little more than 
a town meeting.”’ 


ARID LAND DEBATE. 


Mr. Hill of Connecticut Says Cost of 
Irrigation Would Be $36,000,000,000. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The House to- 

day devoted considerable time to the Sun- 

dry Civil Appropriation bill. The item ap- 
propriating $100,000 for the investigation of 
underground currents and artesian wells in 
the arid land regions and the preparation 
of reports upon the best methods of utiliz- 
ing the water resources of those fegions led 
to a debate. In the course of the debate 

Mr. Hill (Rep., Conn.,) said the great 

scheme of irrigation would cost the Gov- 

ernment $36,000,000,000, Mr. Newlands (Sil., 


Nev.,) said these figures were chimerical. 

After some further remarks by Messrs. 
Mondell, (Rep., Wyoming,) King, (Dem., 
Utah,) ahd Bell, (Pop., Col.,) Mr. Cannon, 
(Rep., Ill.,) Chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, concluded this branch of 
the debate. Mr. Cannon predicted that if 
the scheme were entered upon it would 
cost more than $750,000,000 in the next fifty 
years. ‘‘In some respects,’’ said Mr. Can- 
non, ‘‘I am a pretty good Democrat—bet- 
ter than some of those calling themselves 
Such on the other side. I believe in local 
self-government. I will vote to give every 
acre of the arid lands to the States in 
which it is located, and to give to those 
States the power to go into the courts and 
to allow them to determine as between 
themselves their rights in the mattér.’’ 

‘**Do you believe the reservoir sites in 
California from which Nevada could _ be 
watered should be ceded to Nevada?’’ asked 
Mr. Newlands. 

‘*T would give Nevada a day in court to 
litigate her rights as against those of Cali- 
fornia,’’ replied Mr. Cannon; ** but I think 
it would be far better to make out of Ne- 
vada a respectable county of California.” 


THE D. A. R. ELECTION. 


Followers of Mrs. McLean, Assert that 
“It 18 Anybody’s Fight for Presi-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Better order 
prevailed in the sessions of the congress of 
the Daughters of the American Revyolu- 
tion to-day than was obtained yesterday, 
and the routine business proceeded with 
tolerable smoothness and in good temper. 
Every wideawake daughter, however, evi- 
dently is strung up to a high pitch of ex- 
citement in anticipation of the most en- 
grossing eyent that is to happen during 
the session, the election of a President 
General to succeed "Mrs. Daniel Manning. 
At the opening session there were evi- 
dences of a determination on the part of 
some members of the congress to guard 
against any action that might give advan- 
tage in the election to one side or the 
other, and to-day it was admitted that 
the tendency to arrange the convention in 
groups devoted to leading candidates wus 
very palpable. 





The three candidates standing most 
prominently before the convention are 
Mrs. Donald McLean of New York, Mrs. 


W. Fairbanks, now a Vice President, and 
wife of the Senator from Indiana, and Mrs. 
Roebling of New Jersey. Mrs. McLean 


has beer a candidate before, and until a 
very late hour prior to the last conven- 
dion. when officers were elected, she was 
confident of winning the place she openly 
covets. Political management gave the 
contest to Mrs. Manning. 

Mrs. Fairbanks is regarded among dele- 
gates as having acquired, in a sense, the 
good. will that won the fight for Mrs. 
Manning, but the supporters of Mrs. Me- 
Lean insist that there can be no transfer 
of the Presidency by any incumbent and 
that each President General must win on 
her own merits or by her own skill as a 
collector of votes. Mrs. Roebling has a 
‘string ’’ of pledged votes of considerable 
size, but she is kept away by ill-health. 

Before the convention met, the friends 
of Mrs. Fairbanks were very confident 
that she would win easily. A list of State 
Regents was published to show that she 
had a very considerable number of them, 
but it has since been ascertained that the 
Regents do not always represent the feel- 
ing of the chapters. To-night the McLean 
delegates assert that it is ‘‘ anybody's 
fight,’’ that they are willing to abide by 
the vote and prepared to have the vote 
taken at any time. It is assumed thit 
Mrs. Manning is in favor of Mrs. Fair- 
banks, f10m some remarks she _ recently 
made about the desirability of having a 
‘*Nationa: person’’ for President General. 
That remark has been frequently quoted 
as being an assertion. of official right io 
dictate tc the convention, and the resist- 
ance, to it has added. piquaney to a rather 
animated canvass. 

Mrs.. Samuel Verplanck, State Regent 
from New York, was re-elected to that 
position to-day by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, Mrs. Donald McLean getting a few 
votes. 


The War Revenue Reduction Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Feb 19.—The status of 
the War Revenue Reduction bill is causing 
considerable apprehension among members 
of the House. as the two sides are apparent- 
ly dead-locked in conference. Under the cir- 
cumstances there was some talk to-day of 
a caucus of Republican members of the 
Ways and Means Committee to decide upon 
a Hne of action. The friends of the bill 
are sanguine that if it»geis before the 
House again a motion to concur with the 
Senate. will receive. united support on the 
Democratic and such scattering support on 
the Republican side that it will prevail.

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SENATORS DISCUSS 
HAZING AT WEST POINT 


Military Academy Appropriation 
Biit Recommitted. 








Are Considered Alto- 
gether Too Drastic—Long Debate, 
Followed ‘by Decisive Vote. 


Its Provisions 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—By the emphat- 
ic vote of 18 to 42 the Senate late this aft- 
ernoon rejected the conference report on 
the Military Academy Appropriation bill. 
This action came at the conclusion of a 
spirited debate upon the provisions against 
hazing inserted in the report by the con- 
ference committee of the two branches of 
Congress. The report of the conferrees 
was rejected because it was regarded as 
too drastic, 

To-day'’s discussion was opened by Mr. 
Sewell, (Rep., N. J.) He defended the ac- 
tion of the conferrees, holding that they 
had followed the instructions of both the 
Senate and the House. He declared that 
many people thought Booz was killed by 
hazing, and if there was anything this 
country demanded it was a law to prevent 
such a crime as hazing. 

Mr. Pettus (Dem., Ala.,) argued that the 
provision of the conference report, which 
debarred a cadet convicted of hazing from 
ever holding a commission in the army, 
navy, and marine corps, was clearly uncon- 
stitutional. 

Mr. Butler (Populist, N. C.,) urged that 
Congress ought not to be swept off its feet 
by popular clamor. He believed that in 
this instance Congress was enacting ex- 
treme legislation without due consideration. 

Mr. Hawley, (Rep., Conn.,) Chairman of 
the Military Affairs Committee, thought 
the penalty for hazing ought to be limited 
to dismissal from the academy, with a pro- 
hibition against readmission. 

Mr. Depew, (Rep., N. Y.,) in opposing the 
hazing penalty declared it had been adopted 
under public clamor, and that Congress 
had acted upon impulse rather than upon 
judgment. He agreed that dismissal from 
the academy ought to follow conviction of 
hazing, but that the young man should 
leave West Point with a brand upon him, a 
brand that would remain upon him'through 
life, was going too far. It would be a pun- 
ishment almost equivalent to the Russian 
method of banishing students to Siberia 
and to the mines for violation of college 
regulations. 

Mr. Allen, (Pop., Neb.,) in opposing any 
change in the penalty prescribed by the 
conference report for hazing, had read a 
part of the report of the House committee 
which investigated the deat: of young 
Booz, which he declared had ‘no parallel 


for barbarity in prize fighting, in bear bait- 
ing, or in bull baiting.”’ 

Mr. Spooner (Rep., Wis.,) said he would 
vote to recommit the report to the com- 
mittee, in order that a modification of the 
provision might be made. “ But,” said he, 
“the practice of hazing has been. carried 
to an extent that is degrading, brutal, and, 
in some respects to a point near the dan- 
ger line.’’ ' 

Mr. Tillman (Dem., S:. C.,) interrupted 
to say that those cadets who practiced 
hazing upon their physical inferiors were 
‘brutes and dogs,’’ and he doubted whether 
the provision against haging could go too 
far. ‘ This school at ,\West Point,’’ he 
asserted, ‘‘has become a, disgrace in the 
eyes of the world on account of er. 

In the course of an extended speech, Mr. 
Teller (Silver Rep., Col.,) said a system of 
hazing had grown up at West Point totally 
unlike that in any other institution in the 
country. It ought to be suppressed with 
a strong hand. Men who practiced that 
sort of brutality, he declared, were unfitted 
to be American soldiers. ‘‘ The people are 
outraged by this practice,’’ said he. ‘ We 
have got to stop it, or eventually dis- 
mantle the institution.’ 

Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.,) urged that haz- 
ing and brutality at West Point be stopped, 
but he besoughtethe Senate not tov enact 
brutality into law in ordeér'to stop it. The 
provision, in his judgment, was most dan- 
erous legislation. For the Senate to un- 
ertake to legislate upon boyish pranks 
was undignified and uncalled for. He re- 
sented the wholesale attacks ‘upon the 
academy and the denunciation of cadets 
as “‘ brutes’’ and “ dogs,”’ and recalled the 
names of marty distinguished graduates of 
the eee to whom the country owed 
much, 

M. Wolcott (Rep., Col..) thought Congress 
had entered upon a trifling piece of busi- 


ness. The enactment of the _ provision 
would make of the cadets milksops and 
prigs. He related some personal experi- 


ences of hazing in his college days, and re- 
marked that -some of the hazers won name 
and fame, while others went from bad to 
worse, some even winding up finally in 
the Senate of the United States. 

Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.,) believed the con- 
ference report ought to be rejected. He 
said that practically the whole: matter had 
been left to the conference committee, the 
members of which had put on the bill ‘“this 
remarkable penal code.” 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) protested 
against the adoption in a conference re- 
port of an entire code of law dealing with 
hazing. He was willing that a proper law 
against hazing should be passed, but he 
was opposed to the ‘‘ harsh, strong, and 
cruel enactment ’”’ proposed. 

Mr. Money (Dem., Miss.,) maintained that 
the proposed provision was not due to pop- 
ular clamor, but to ‘a deep-seated and 
righteous indignation which permeated the 
entire country. He denounced vigorously 
hazing and hazers, maintaining that those 
who would maltreat a young cadet were 
unfit to command men. : 

Mr. Daniel declared the proposed legts- 


lation was more suitable to the Middle 
Ages. 
Mr. Tillman denounced as brutes those 


guilty of the horrid and villainous prac- 
tices at West Point. Perhaps the term 
“dog’’ sounded harsh. “although,” ex- 
claimed the Senator, ‘‘I am almost’ ready 
to apologize to the dog for making the 
comparison.” C 


The vote was then taken on agreeing to 


the conference report, and it resulted, 
yeas, 18; nays, 42, thus rejecting the re- 
port. The vote was as follows:

Senator Gallinger Asks that $547,500 Be 
Appropriated. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—An amendment 
to the Army Appropriation bill was to-day 
introduced in the Senate by Senator Gal- 
linger appropriating $547,500, which is to be 
applied to fitting out the post exchanges so 


as to make them take the place of the 
army canteens. 

The amendment provides that the money 
shall be expended under the direction of 
the Perretery of War, and that it shall be 
used “for the purpose of laying out,’ pre- 
paring, and cultivating gardens and supply- 
ing seeds, roots, and pany? for the same;

RUSSIAN SUGAR TARIFF © 
RULING DEFENDED 


Government, It Is Said, Had Choice 
of Two Trade Wars. 








Threatened by Germany, Whose Amer- 
ican Imports Total $190,000,000 a 
Year+—Russia’s Only $10,000,000. 





Secretary of the Treasury Gage is not 
without support in some important business 
quarters for the Russian sugar tariff ruling 
he has made—the countervailing duty deci- 
sion which has provoked Russia into re- 
prisals. According to the Secretary’s sup- 
porters, the United States Government was 
brought face to face with the necessity of 
determining whether to meet a trade war 
from Russia or from Germany, Russia’s 
American importations approximating $10,- 
000,000 a year, while the German figures 
run to $190,000,000. 

It is stated explicitly by “these supporters 
of Secretary Gage that the German Am- 
bassador at Washington had made repre- 
sentations to the United States Government 
declaring that if Russia were not paying 
bounties for sugar production there could 
be no such thing as a bounty—averring 
that Russia was merely masking methods 
of paying her bounties, and that if the 
United States Government could find it ad- 
visable to ignore bounty payments in the 
form that Russia made them, then Ger- 
many would forthwith adopt the same sys- 
tem of disguise. 

Discussing the incident from this stand- 
point, Herman Sielcken of the international 
banking and commercial house of W. H. 
Crossman & Brothers—Mr. Sielcken having 


intimate business relations with the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company—made yes- 
terday the following statement to a repre- 
sentative of THE NEW YORK TIMES: 

“The great noise made over the decision 
of the Treasury Department, in enforcing 
the Dingley tariff law, exacting the same 
countervailing duty from all countries 
alike that give a bounty on sugar, shows 
that the matter is elthér misunderstood by 
the newspapers in question, or else the ob- 
jections raised are printed in the interests 
of Russia or the interests of the manu- 
facturers who are complaining. 

“The origin of the whole matter comes 
from the fact that J. A. Kasson, the Com- 
missioner appointed for arranging reciproci- 
ty treaties with foreign countries, proposed 
such a treaty with Russia about two years 
ago, and the Russian Attaché in Washing- 
ton for Agriculture went back to Russia 
to impress his Government with the desira- 
bility of such a treaty with this country. 
After he had been absent about a year he 
returned to Washington prepared to accept 
such a treaty as had been arranged, but to 
his amazement he found that Mr. Kasson 
could not make the treaty as proposed, giv- 
ing a great many reasons for declining, but 
the real reason was that such a treaty 
would be in violation of the most-favored- 
nation clause. 


THE BRUSSELS SUGAR CONGRESS. 


“The Brussels Beet Sugar Congress, 
which met in 1898, was participated in by 
all the leading countries of Europe where 
beet sugar is raised--namely, Germany, 
Austria, France, Russia, and Belgium, and 
the question under discussion was how 
large a bounty each country was giving to 
the farmers for the amount of sugar which 
they exported. At this congress Count 
Khevenhuller, representing Austria, came 
to the conclusion that Russia was paying 
directly and indirectly the largest bounty 
of any country in Europe. Count Alvens- 
leben, formerly. Minister in Washington, 
representing Germany, came.to the same 
conclusion, and:the congress as such de- 
cided in this spirit. The Russian represent- 
ative withdrew without approving the con- 
elusion and gave them plainly to under- 
stand that he was not there to discuss the 
details of his Government's business as re- 
gards bounties. 

‘In May iast year the Secrétary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Gage, removed the counter- 
vailing duty owing to the urgent repre- 
sentations of the Russian Government that 
no absolute legal bounty was paid and that 
the jnternal revenue tax that was paid at 
hoine.on sugar grown was simply suspend- 
ed on exportation. : 

“After the close of the Brussels confer- 
ence, the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment dispatched an expert to Russia to in- 
vestigate the question whether a bounty 
was paid or not and to report results. 
When he returned this expert’s reports 
confirmed the same finding as that which 
the Brussels Beet Sugar Congress did, that 
Russia was paying the largest bounty of 
any Continental country in Europe. 

‘But, on the other hand, the sugars in 
Russia were divided into first and second 
reserves, which were called at home the 
‘inviolable.’ reserve and the ‘ voluntary’ 
reserve. The inviolable reserve purported 
to prevent an excessive price at home and 
the voluntary reserve was for the same 
purpose; or, in case of 2 very htavy pro- 
duction, the sugar was to be exported. 

“'Pne total amount of sugar produced in 
Russia is far in excess of the home con- 
sumption, ¢nd, according to the crops 
raised in the last few years, the quantity 
available for export reaches about 300,000 
tons. In case the Russian Government 
would have been able to export to this 
country this surplus without paying the 
countervailing duty it would, the sugar in- 
terests claim, have been a severe blow to 
the planters in Louisiana and Texas of cane 
sugar and to the numerous farmers all 
over the West and on the Pacific Coast 
producing beet sugar, in case this sugar 
was expcrted in its raw state; or, say, be- 
low 16 Dutch standard; while if imported 
here as refined sugar or in a state much 
above 16 Duteh standard ‘t would have 
hurt the refining industry of this country. 
In either case it would have been a com- 
plete violation of the most-favored-nation 
clause in treaties with other: heet-raising 
countries in Evrope, especially Germany 
and Austria. i 

‘* Besides this it is further contended this 
country has lately acquired three sugar- 
raising dependencies—namel¥, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii, and the Philippines, and has i 
paternal hand on the great sugar-raising 
Island of Cuba. Any discrimination agains! 
the existing Dingley tariff law would be 
an injury to these sugar-raising countries, 
all under the protection of the United 
States. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S ALTERNATIVE. 

‘It: is therefore evident that the ques+ 
tion on which the Treasury Department 
had to reach a decision was simply whether 
it would enforce the Dingley tariff law or 
openly violate this law in favor of Russia 
and against the enormous interests of the 


sugar-raising industries on this continent, 
as well as on the islands under American 
protection. 

“The Russian Government, in threaten- 
ing to make a tariff war, in which it was 
backed up by some of the manufacturing 
industries, and also by the Chamber of 
Commerce in Philadelphia, forgot that this 
country had to choose between a tariff war 
with Germany or Russia, and the compara- 
tive seriousness of these two wars may be 
appreciated from the annual figures of ex- 
ports during the last two fiscal years. 

‘‘Our exports to Germany in the fiscal 
year 1899, for instance, amounted to $155,- 
772,176, and in 1890 to 3187,570,199, while in 
neither year have the exports to Russia 
been much above $10,000,000, In exact 
figures, the 1890 exports included $7,301,068 
to Russia, Baltic and White Seas; $1,185,- 
599 to Rusisa, Black Sea, and $1,548,126 to 
Russia in Asia. These three items con- 
tribute less than 1 per cent. of the total 
valle of exports from the United States in 
7899, . while Germany's proportion during 
the same period was 12.7 per cent. In the 
fiscul year 1900 the exports included $6,196,- 
872 to Russia, Baltic and White Seas; $1,- 
242.425 to Russia, Black Sea; $3,050,102 to 
Russia in Asia, and $337,310 to Russian 
China. 

“The exports to Germany consist of 
everything. The farmers in this country 
get. their full share, and our industries 
receive at least four times as much from 
Germany. as they ever received from Rus- 
sia, while our farmers receive no benefit 
whatever from Russia, as Russia is a direct 
competitor in all breadstuffs with this 
eountry. There must have been fine diplo- 
matic work in Washington to succeed even 
for nine months in the suspension of the 
countervailing duty. 

“he question has been far wider in its 
possible ultimate results than the public 
has been aware of. [f the Sugar Trust 
detected the danger first, it was not on 
account of the amount of refined sugar 
that has arrived in this country from Rus- 
sia without paying the countervailing duty, 
but it was on account of the danger of 
opening ‘the doors to the same demand 
from other countries, which would natural. 
ly have made the claim _that they would 
reform gheir bounties under the same con- 
cealing system as Russia if thereby they 
could escape the countervailing duties and 
have an Advantage of over 10 to 15 per 
cent. in the price. ; 

‘Tt is difficult to understand how, in 
the face of the fact that Germany buys 
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much as Russia, a portion of the press 
here demands that our Government should 
ignore the Dingley tarif countervailing duty 
in favor of Russia as against Germany, and 
thus precipitate a tariff war with the lat- 
ter country. Reference iS made to the 
small quantity of sugar brought here from 
Russia, but it must be remembered that 
the countervailing duties were only sus- 
pended during an investigation of the ques- 
tion of bounty, and consequently no im- 
porter dared to go into the business heav- 
ily, knowing that the suspension was apt 
to be removed at any time. 

“'The facts of the case are as stated 
above, and that if Russia was favored to 
the extent of 10 to 15 per cent. in the mat- 
ter of duties on sugar, the whole Russian 
surplus was liable to be directed this way. 

‘Whatever Russia has bought in the 
way of exports trom this country has not 
been taken with the idea of encouraging 
trade here or favoring this country, and 
what Russia has bought here in the way of 
machinery, either mining or argricultural, 
has been more in the way of necessity, as 
she could not procure the same elsewhere 
1o the same advantage.”’ 


AMERICAN EXPORTS TO RUSSIA. 


Articles Affected by De Witte’s Order 
Not Expected to Amount to More 


Than $6,000,000 a Year. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Government of- 
ficers are of the opinion that the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ Association is imperfectly 
informed about the statistics of American 
trade with Russia, judging from resolutions 
adopted yesterday in Chicago. They refer 
to the total exports from the United States 
to Russia in 1900 as having reached $30,- 
000,000, one-half of which amount is said to 
have gone from Illinois. 

According to recent figures of the Bureau 
of Statistics, the exports to Russia direct in 
1890 were $9,490,439 and in 1900 were $8,498, - 
950, a considerable decrease. It is found 
that save in two exceptional years the ex- 
ports to Russia never reached $30,000,000, 
and the imports of American goods in Rus- 
sia have been less than $25,000,000. Of this 
amount two-thirds was cotton, which was 
bought in Europe and not in America, and 
therefore did not appear in the United 
States statistical reports. Chicago has not 
sent much cotton to Russia, and that city 
could not possibly have shipped to Russia 
one-half in value of $30,000,000 of exports. 

The fact is that less than $10,000,000 a 
year of exports can be traced directly, and 
it is ascertained from Russian reports.that 
the difference between less than $10,000,000 
and $25,000,000 is to be accounted-for by the 
indirect cotton purchases. 

Of the total exports to Russia in 1900, 
$5,132,000 consisted of the steel and iron 
manufactures and agricultural implements 
chiefly affected by the recent order of M. 
de. Witte. It is assumed -that the value of 


the articles to be affected by that order will 
be less than $6,000,000 a year. ' 








RUSSIA THREATENS GERMANY. 


May Take Retaliatory Measures 
Heavy Duties Are Placed on Grain. 


BERLIN, Feb. 19.—In order to exert pres- 
sure upon the Agrarians in their extrava- 
gant demands for prohibitive agricultural 
duties, the Government this evening caused 
widespread publication in the German press 
of a semi-official article which recently ap- 
peared in the Trade and Industry Gazette 
of St. Petersburg, in which Russia threat- 
ens retaliatory measures if Germany im- 
poses such heavy duties upon Russian grain 
as the Agrarians demand, and also predicts 
that the relations betweer the two powers 
will become worse instead of better if such 
a scheme is carried out. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung says: 

“This is the most important economic 
enunciation from Russia for a decade, and 
affects Germany’s interests most gravely.”’ 
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BELGIUM TO MAKE REPRISALS ? 
* LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Brussels corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says 

“‘Reprisals for America’s imposition of 


a countervailing duty on Belgian sugar are 
reported to be imminent.” 


BELGIANS AID FILIPINOS. 


One Arrested in Manila and the Consul 
Hastily Leaves Town—More 
Men in Custody. 





MANILA, Feb. 19.—Capt. Jones of the 
Eighth Infantry has arrested, at a town 
in the Province of Lagunda, Florentino 


Ortana and Miguel Ponce de Leon, agents 
of the ‘labacaleria Company, and William 
Webb, Pedro Lorenzo, and Victoriato Sen- 
tana, employed '»y the Philippine Trading 
Company, on charges similar to those 
brought against D. M. Carman, the Amer- 
ican contractor, who is under arrest on 


the charge of furnishing the insurgents 
with supplies. 

The Tabacaleria Company, the richest 
corporation in the Philippines, is accused of 
aiding the insurgents often and extensive- 


ly. The men arrested are prominent per- 
scons, and the evidence against them is very 
strong. 


M. Brix Hoelterman, a Belgian connect- 
ed with the Philippine Trading Company, 
has been arrested at Manila, and M. Edou- 
ard’ André, the Belgian Consul here, and 
manager of the Philippine Trading Com- 
pany, has hastily left Manila with his fam- 
ily, on his way to Europe, on board the 
steamer Montevideo. ,.André had previous- 
ly been suspected. Other arrests are ex- 
pected. 

The officials of the branch of the Hong- 
kong Bank here have announced that Ross, 
the Englishman in their employ who wrote 
a letter, published in an Australian paper, 
criticising the Philippine Commission, 
American officers, and the American policy 
in general, has been ordered to proceed 
to Hongkong. The British community here 
is well pleased that the man has been sent 
away. 


Driven Of and Scattered by Part of 
the Forty-sixth Volunteers. 


MANILA, Feb. 19.—Col. Schuyler, with 
100 men of the Forty-sixth Regiment, on 
the guffboat Basco, ianded on the Cavite 
coast, near Ternate, and, proceeding in- 
land, captured a small rebel garrison. 
Continuing his march along a mountain 
trail, Col. Schuyler was attacked by rebels 
of Tria’s command. After a sharp fight 
the enemy was beaten and scattered. One 
American was killed and one was wounded. 


MACARTHUR HOLDS A RECEPTION 


Filipinos Were Especially Pleased at 
Being Allowed to Attend, 


MANILA, Feb, 19.—Gen. MacArthur’s re- 
ception at Malacanan, his official resi- 
dence, last night exceeded anything 
in the Spanish régime. The palace 
was | beautifully decorated and _  brill- 
iantly illuminated. Thousands of per- 
sons from the army, navy, official, Con- 


sular, clerical, business, and social circles 
attended. The Filipino population was well 
represented. Gen. Barry was master of 
ceremonies. Gen. MacArthur and the la- 
dies of the United States Commission re- 
ceived the guests. 

The reception lasted until 11 o’clock. 
There was dancing afterward. The affair 
was thoroughly enjoyable, and the Filt- 
plnos were especially pleased at being ac- 
corded a privilege never: before afforded 
them. Gen. MacArthur’s tact and courtesy 
were greatly appreciated.

AND COAL PRICES 


Experts Testify Before Industrial 
Commission Committee. 








Number of Independent Operators De- 
creasing Yearly—J. Pierpont Morgan 
and James J. Hill to be Heard. 





The Sub-Committee on Transportation of 
the Industrial Commission, now holding 
sessions in New York at the Chamber of 
Commerce, has been assured that J. Pier- 
pont Morgan will go-before the committee 
and testify. It is expected that Mr. Mor- 
gan will to-day communicate to the com- 
mittee notice of when. he; will be able to 
testify. This, it is thought, will be to-mor- 
row or Friday. 

James J. Hill is now on his way from 
St. Paul to New York. He, too, has been 
requested by the committtee to go before 
it, and has expressed his willingness to do 
so. Both’ Mr. Morgan and Mr. Hill will be 
questioned closely, the committeemen say, 
concerning the effect of railroad combina- 
tions upon coal prices and the independent 
coal: operators. ‘ 

Two witnesses were examined by the 
committee yesterday—John C. Haddock, 
President of the Plymouth Coal Company, 
one of the larger independent operators, 
and Henry 8S. Fleming, Secretary. and 
Treasurer of the Anthracite Coal Oper- 
ators’ Association. It was expected that 
Alfred Walter, President of the Lehigh Val- 
ley -Railroad Company, would testify, but 
he Sent word that business engagements 
made his presence before the ‘committee 
fmpdssible. Ex-Congresssman  Phiilips, 
Chairman of the committee, was ill ye 
terday, so Committeermman Charles J. Har- 


ris of North Carolina presided “over the 
day’s session. 

Mr. Haddock, in begining his testimony, 
stated that the numberof independent coal 
operators in this. country was growing 
smaller every year. Most of the independ- 
ent operators, he said, sold ‘their output to 
the railroad companies rather than market 
it themselves. 

“Do the operators make these, sales to 
the railroads voluntarily?’’ he was asked. 

“J gather from the prices obtained that 
it is voluntary. It is more profitable to 
sell to the railroads at 60 per cent. of the 
tidewater prices than to pay 50 per cent. of 
these prices for transportation.” 

Mr. Haddock stated that the larger part 
of the independent coal operators were now 
in the northern coal fields of Pennsylvania. 
The greater portion of recent absorptions 
of small companies by large ones has aiso 
taken place in these northern regions. 


READING COAL FIELDS ABSORPTION. 


He went into an explanation of the causes 
which led up to the absorption of tne Read- 
ing coal fields by that railroad in the early 
seventies. He said: 
-**The Reading was driven into buying 
these coal lands by the action of its com- 
petitors. At that time President. Gowan 
of the Reading Railroad was opposed to 
the idea of a railroad company owning and 
operating coal mines. But hé found com- 
peting railroads coming down into his ter- 
ritory, I refer to the Lehigh Valley, the 
Jersey Central, and the Pennsyivania 


Reads. To save that tonnage against com- 
petition he and his friends bought 100,000 
acres of coai lands, which were turned over 
to the Philadelphia Coal and Iron Com- 
yany, a corporation ancillary to the Read- 
ng Railroad. Another factor that contrib- 
uted to the consolidation was the distress- 
ing labor situation at the time. The own- 
ers of the mines were ready to sell out 
cheap.” 

The witness stated, in answer to a ques-~ 
tion, that it was’ possible for independent 
Sperators to get cars for, transportation of 
their coal now, but that he himself. had 
had great difficulties in the past. 

‘*Suppose an operator contracts with a 
railrcad to sell his coal at 60 per cent. of 
tidewater prices, do the’ roads limit 
amount?” was asked. 

**Oh, yes,’’ replied Mr. Haddock. ‘ But 
this«fact must be considered, that compar- 
atively little coal is used in Summer, an 
that it is very necessary to regulate the 
coal output ih atcordance with this condi- 
tion. But in these matters of restriction 
there is great opportunity for abuse. All 
we independent dealers ask for is a voice 
in it, a right to regulate our own output 
regardless of the railroads. I refer to tnose 
of us Who mine and mafket our output. 
Thus far we have been able to do this, but 


at a great Cost.” 

Mr. addock was asked, “At what 
cost?” but he hesitated for a minute or 
more, and then said he would rather not 
answer the question, as he didn’t want to 
incriminate any one else. He observed, 
however, that any independent operator 
who insisted upon mining as much coal as 
he liked, upon getting equitable rates in 
shipping it to market, would find his way 
paved with difficulties. 

Asked what. remedies he would suggest 
to secure equitable rates from railroads 
for all operators, the witness said: 

‘“‘The Inter-State Commerce law has not 
given us speedy relief: As it is new, the 
decree of the commission is merely prima 
facie evidence. The real decision rests 
with the courts. I would say, let Con- 
gress pass a law making the decisions of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
operative pending ‘the settlement of the 
epee 

Mr. Haddock thought that the result of 
the recent strike had been of advantage 
to the railroads, to the aperators, and to 
the miners. It had Made it necessary, 
however, for censumers to pay a higher 
priee for their coal. The price of anthra- 
cite now, he considered, was*very high. 

“The idea of all combinations.” asked 
Mr. Harris, at this point. ‘should be the 
reduction of prices te the consumer. 
this the tendency now?”’

Mr. Haddock. ** but tna friction develon< 
between those ia the combination bas re 
sulted [n benefit to the consurner.

Mr. Fleming said that the Anthracite 
Coal Operators’ Association was formed be¢ 
cause in disputes with the larger compas 
nies individual operators had very little 
chance.

In regard t@ 
the restriction of output, Mr. Fleming saidj 

“ The railroads take from the independent 
operators as much coal as they require, 
This means the amount they are able to 
market, or store, in Summer. When the 
operator can mine more than the railroad 
takes from him, he is at liberty to sell i§ 
on his own account through the commig- 
sion houses.” 

“How is the price of coal fixed?’’’ 

“It isn’t fixed. Each company: has its 
own scale of prices. There is a variation 
of as much as 80 per cent. in the price of 
certain coals of the same heating power, 
due to the reputation of these coals in the 
market.”’ , 

The price of anthracite coal in New York 
to-day, according to Mr. Fleming, is 30 or 
35 cents a ton higher than it was at this 
time last year. -He thought this was due 
to the strike, which had made coal scarce. 

He .said he was.in. favor of arbitration 
of labor disputes, if both sides could be 
made reasonable. The compulsion, he said 
should not be one-sided. The,-demands of 
the miners in the recent strike he consid~ 
ered were unjust.

WORK ON THE BRISTOL YACHT. 


Strapping of the Deck Beams Begun on 
the Defender. 


BRISTOL, R. I, Feb. 19.—In the south 
shed of the Herreshoff Company the strap- 
ping of the deck beams of the new cup de- 
fender was begun yesterday. These straps 
of steel plate measure from four to six 
inches in width, and to overcome any undue 


strain in the deck region while the boat is 
racing it was decided to place and fasten 
them diagonally from the longitudinal form 
of the craft in order to eliminate shocks to 
the frame when the boat lurches in rising 
from the trough of the sea or when heaving 
out on top of a wave. The straps are 
placed on top of the deck frames. 

To-day the designer viewed with apparent 
satisfaction the placing of the rudder stock, 
which was accomplished slowly and with 
much care. The shear of the new boat, 
when viewed from a staging near the star- 
board quarter, is decidedly greater than 
that of the Columbia. It can be stated that 
the boat has her plates practically placed in 
position, with the riveting gang following 
with moderate speed. Double frames are 
up in the forward and aft section, directly 
over the intended position of the steel rac- 
ing bulkheads,

To Amend Corigthian Y. C. Rules. 


Chief among amendments to racing rules 
to be voted on at the meeting of the Sea- 
wanhaka-Corinthian Yacht Club to be held 
at Sherry’s next Tuesday night will be sev- 
eral relating to the measurement of yachts 


in determining their rating for classifica- 
tion and the adjusting of time allowance. 
For the actual measurement the proposed 
amendment to the club’s laws provides an 
arbitrary formula. In the same connection 
other changes in rules will require owners 
of each yacht launched after July 1, 1901, 
to mark the water line of such. craft and 
to furnish to the measurer a certificate of 
the draught to the water line indicated, a 
statement of any greater draught, and of 
the measurements of the yacht’s greatest 
breadth on the toad water line, and the 
area of the submerged section when meas- 
ured at the water line. Amendments to the 
racing rules will be offered providing that 
any yacht launched before July 1, 1901, whose 
measurements, made under the rule of the 
previous year, brought her within the lim- 
its of a class, shall continue to be eligible 
to race in such class, although when meas- 
ured under the rule of 1901 she may exceed 
the limits of such class, or may fall below 
it, and that yachts launched after July 1, 
1901, shall not be entitled to time allowance 
except from yachts launched prior to that 
date whose measurements may exceed-the 
class limit.

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SALOON RAIDERS KILL WOMAN. 


Wife of a Bartender Fatally Shot by 
Mob at Millwood, Kan. 


MILLWOOD, Kan., Feb. 19.—In a raid on 
a “joint” here by twenty masked men, 
heavily armed, late last night, Mrs. Rose 
Hudson, wife of the bartender, was instant- 
ly killed. William Webb, one of the raid- 
ers, was shot through one arm, and two or 
three of his companions were slightly 
wounded. Young farmers composed the 
party. Two arrests were made to-day, and 
much excitement prevails over the prospect 
of a still more serious collision between the 
tactions. 

hortly after 10 o’clock last night two 
men entered the “ joint,’’ which is said to 
be owned by Mrs. Michael Lochner. Warn- 
ing had been served on the proprietress to 
cease buSiness yesterday, but compliance 
was refused. When the men entered they 
ordered drinks, which were at once served 
by Bartender Hudson. One of the men 
rapped loudly on the bar, and at this sig- 
nal about twenty more men rushed into the 
place. All carried arms and wore masks. 

Half a dozen shotguns were raised and 
Giecherged into the ceiling, apparently to 
demoralize the keepers of the place. Two 
men rushed upon Hudson with guns lev- 
eled at his head. He grasped the barrels 
and pushed them aside fist as they explod- 
ed. Hudson slipped to the floor. Just then 
Mrs. Hudson burst open the ‘rear door and 
entered. She dashed toward her husband, 
whom she supposed to have been shot. 
Hardly had she crossed half the interven- 
ing space when another gun was discharged 
point blank at her head. The whole top of 
her skull was blown away, and Hudson, re- 
gaining his feet, bore her to the rear room, 
where she died. 

Ten men are said to have been waiting un- 
der arms to help defend the “ joint’ from 
the expected raid; but when the band en- 
tered the place and began shooting the de- 
fenders became panic-stricken and de- 
camped, 

When the raiders saw Mrs. Hudson fall, 
dying. they, too, became frightene@ ‘and 
hastily quitted the place without attempt- 
ing to destroy the liquors or fixtures. Sher- 
iff Everhardy of Leavenworth was quickly 
notified of the raid, and to-day arrested 
John and Henry Wilson, farmers, charged 
with participating in the affair. Several 
more arrests are expected.

WATER FOR LONG ISLAND CITY. 


Contract to be Entered into with the 
Woodside Company for a Supply. 


It was said in Long Island City yesterday 
that the Board of Public Improvements will 
this week enter into a contract with the 
Woodside Water Company for a supply for 
the Long Island City section of the bor- 
ough. Engineer Smith of the Water De- 
partment has advised that this be done. 
The rate per million gallons is to be $40. 
The city is at present paying the Citizens’ 
Water Company $75 a million gallons for 
what it supplies . 

The city owns some wells and pumping 
stations of its own. One of these is near 
Zowery Bay. This is close to the East 
River, and the water is brackish. The total 
capacity of the city’s plants is 2,600,000 
gallons a day. A large part of this comes 
from the Bowery Bay plant. ; 

The Citizens’ Water Company supplies 
3,000,000 gallons, and this is said to be the 
limit of its capacity. The City’s Water 
Supply is increased 750,000 gallons by new 
wells. This would, not offset the loss 
caused by shutting off the water from the 
Bowery Bay plant. ; 

The Woodside Water Company has facili- 
ties at present to furnish a supply of 10,- 
000,000 gallons a day, and also water rights 
undeveloped which would permit this ca- 
pacity to be greatly increased,

SETTLEMENT IN THE 
SEABOARD LITIGATION 


Decision of Daniel $. Lamont as 
the Arbitrator. 








Thomas F. Ryan Disposes of His Entire 
Stock and Agrees to Withdraw 
All of His Suits. 





A settlement has at last been reached in 
the litigation which has been carried on for 
some years by Thomas F. Ryan against the 
consolidation of certain Southern railroads 
into the greater Seaboard Air Line system, 
of which John Skelton Williams is Presi- 
dent. The settlement was made under a de- 
cision of Daniel 8S. Lamont, Vice President 
of the Northern Pacific Railway, as arbi- 
trator on the points in issue. 

Under the terms of the award Mr. Ryan 
disposed of his entire holdings of stock to 
Mr. Williams, who represents the majority 
interests. Mr. Ryan has agreed to with- 
draw immediately his several suits which 
were still pending and to abandon all oppo- 
sition to Mr, Williams's plans of consolida- 
tion of the properties involved. 

In speaking of this settlement, Mr. Will- 
iams said yesterday: ‘‘ The report that we 
have bought Mr. Ryan's holdings of stocks 
in the Seaboard Air Line system upon 
which he has based the suits which he has 
been conducting for several years past is 
correct. This purchase embraced all of the 
stock owned by Mr. Ryan in the Seaboard 
and Roanoke, Raleigh and Gaston, and Ra- 
leigh and Augusta Railroads, and the cer- 
tificates for these stocks were delivered to 
me to-day and are now in my possession. 
The settlement was on a cash basis, and no 
new securities were issued in exchange for 
the securities delivered to us by Mr. Ryan. 
All suits which haye been pending will be 
immediately withdrawn, and with the con- 
summation of this transaction all opposition 
of every sort whatsoever to the plans of the 
Seaboard Air Line is removed, and the last 
cloud disappears from the horizon.”’ 

Mr. Williams added that the earnings of 
the Seaboard system were increasing, and 
that it had more traffic than could be 
moved. In December the gross earnings in- 
creased $105,000, It is expected that oper- 
ating expenses will be reduced to a ratio of 
G per cent., which, with gross earnings at 
the present level, would make it possible to 
pay a dividend on the preferred stock. 

Mr. Ryan's holdings in the stocks of the 
railroads mentioned, and which have been 
purchased by the John Skelton Williams in- 
terests were not large. Mr. Williams said 
that the amount paid would be kept a se- 
cret, but it is less than $400,000, The stocks 
were about 2,500 shares of Seaboard and 
Roanoke and about 25 shares each in the

RAILROAD TO GIVE UP RIGHTS. 


Pennsylvania Company Will Dedicate 
Jersey City Street to Public Use. 
Through Edward F, C. Young, President 


ot the First National Bank, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company yesterday made 


an announcement that was gladly received 
by the people and authorities of Jersey 
City. When the Pennsylvania Railroad es- 
tablished its present ferries it extended 
the city’s easterly Doundary 800 feet be- 
yond the old city line at Hudson Street. 

This new property extended from Plym- 
outh Street on the north to York Street 
on the south. These thoroughfares and 
Montgomery Street, which intervened, were 
then practically closed so far as the water 
front was concerned. The ferryhouses were 
at the foot of Montgomery Street, and so 
the company extended Montgomery Street 
to its new ferryhouses but called it Ex- 
change Place. Exchange Place, though 
practically a public thoroughfare, was le- 
gally the priyate property of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company. 

Now the company announces that it will 
surrender its legal rights and formally 
dedicate Exchange Place to public use. 
Division Superintendent Frank L. Shep- 
pard said last night that the dedication 
would be made as soon as the necessary 
legal formalities could be complied with. 


WILL SUE ERIE RAILROAD. 


Man Charged with Refusing to Pay His 
Fare Wins His Case. 

Joel Barnert of Paterson, who is attend- 
ing a law school in Manhattan, travels over 
the Erie Railroad. He was arrested on 
Friday last under the act imposing a pen- 
alty of $5 upon any person who refuses to 
pay his fare with the object of defrauding 
the company. After being locked up two 
hours, Barnert was bailed to appear before 
Police Justice Hoos, who sent the case to 
the First District Court, where it was 
heard yesterday by Judge Otto Crouse, 

Young Barnert denied that he had re- 
fused to pay his fare. He claimed that, on 
the contrary, he had paid his fare in ad- 
vance, because he had bought a monthly 
commutation ticket on Feb. 1. This ticket 
he had left at home, he said, on Friday 
last. When the conductor asked for his 
fare he explained the circumstances and 
told the conductor that he could punch the 
ticket twice on the following day. The con- 
ductor refused to agree to this arrangement 
and caused his arrest when the train 
reached Jersey City. Barnert also said 
that Charles Hughes, the lawyer who ap- 
peared for the company, had offered to 
drop the case if he would sign a release, 
agreeing not to sue the company, 

Young Barnert presented his commuta- 
tion ticket in proof of his statement. 

Judge Crouse held that the ticket was 
sufficient evidence that Barnert had no in- 
tention of defrauding the company, there- 
fore he was not liable under the act. He 
then dismissed the case. 

Barnert announced that he would bring 
suit against the company for damages for 
false imprisonment. 


READING ROAD BOND ISSUE. 


$23,000,000 Worth of 4 Per Cent. $1,000 
Gold Bonds. 

The Reading Railroad Company has is- 
sued $23,000,000 worth of 4 per cent. one- 
thousand-dollar gold bonds, payable April 
1, 1951, and bearing interest from April 1 of 
this year. 

These bonds are issued to provide part of 
the cost of 145,000 shares of $100 each of the 
eapital stock of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey. The balance of this stock has 
been provided for by the company from 
other sources. The bonds are secured by a 
collateral trust indenture pledging all of the 
shares of the Central Railroad stock and, in 
addition, 29,000 shares of the capital stock 
of the Perkiomen Railroad Company, and 
also 4,400 shares of the capital stock of the 
Port Reading Railroad Company. 

J. S. Harris, the President, announces 
that the surplus of the New Jersey Central 
Railroad for the year 1900 was $557,014 
greater than the surplus of 1899, although 
the company, he says, lost $500,000 by the 
coal strike. He also gives tables showing 
an increase of $772,791 in the surplus of the 
Reading Company and the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company combined 
for the year 1900 over that of the year 1899.

CUTTING THE CITY’S EXPENSES. 


Gov. Odell Considering Bills Which 
Would Save New York Over 
$2,000,000 Annually. 
ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Gov. Odell is devot- 
ing attention to the drafting of bills to cut 


down the annual expenses of New York 
City. At present the scheme provides for 


the abolition of official fees, the placing of 
all county and city officials on salary, and 
the adoption of a charter amendment mak- 
ing a classified list of employes in all de- 
partments and grading and fixing salaries, 
so that the same class of work in each de- 
partment will be paid for at the same rate. 

It is contended that in New York City the 
salaries for the same kind of work in dif- 
ferent departments range from $1,000 to 
$6,000. An instance of this is in the sala- 
ries of stenographers, where the range is 
from $900 to $4,500. Under the proposed 
bill there would probably be three grades at 
$750, $1,000, and $1,500, except in the case 
of court stenographers, where the salary 
would be $2,500. Clerks, heads of depart- 
ments, paymasters, in fact everything ex- 
cept laborers will come under the classifi- 
cation. 

The other proposition, to abolish all fees, 
so far as a public officer's share in them is 
concerned, is formulated, and some of the 
bills are in, while others are ready to come 
in. The bill putting the Sheriff, Register, 
and County Clerk of Kings County on sal- 
ary and turning their fees into the County 
Treasury will add to Kings County’s in- 
come by $125,000, 

The bill abolishing special jury Commis- 
sioners in New York and Kings will save 
the City of New York annually $20,000 and 
Kings County $12,000, The proposed bill 
making a_single-headed Dock Commission 
for New York City will save $75,000 a year. 
The proposed abolition of the New York 
Sheriff's fees will give the County of New 
York about $70,000 annually. 

The classification of salaries and the 
grading of employes, it is estimated, will 
save New York City annually $2,000,000, 

The last printed report of the Controller 
of New York City shows the expenses of 
the city and counties to be divided as fol- 
lows:

WANTS PAY FOR LIGHT. 


of Its Claim—How Gale Won 


His Assembly Seat. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, @y9. 18.—The hearing before 
the Assembly Committee on Cities to-day 
on the bill introduced by Senator Foley 
for the, relief of John Williamson, assignee 
of the claim of the Jamaica Electric Light 


Company against the City of New York 
for electric light furnished to the city, 
brought out the story of a clever polit- 
ical trick. 

At the time of the consolidation of the 
greater city the contract which the Ja- 


maica Electric Light Company had for the 
lighting of Jamaica was declared void, and 
the company accordingly shut off its lights, 
leaving Jamaica in darkness. A few days 
before the election in the following No- 
vember all the lights were turned on again, 
and simultaneously with the lighting up 
there appeared a circular, which was given 
widespread circulation, to the effect that 
the citizens of Jamaica owed their relief 
irom darkness to the enterprise and influ- 
ence of Mr. Gale, Democratic candidate 
for the Assembly, who, it was said, had 
succeeded in having a new contract made 
for lighting. 

In their gratitude to Mr. Gale for the 
boon of light, many Republicans of Jamaica 
cast their votes for him. He ran 200 votes 
ahead of his ticket in several of the Re- 
publican precincts, and was elected by a 
majority of. 13 votes. 

When the bill was called up in the Cities 
Committee to-day, a smooth-faced young 
man, who gave his name as Stewart Mc- 
Knight, asked to be heard in opposition to 
the’ measure. Mr. McKnight said he was 
in the committee room by chance, having 
come to Albany on another matter, but, 
knowing all the facts in the case, he would 
present them to the committee. He told 
the committee the story of how Gale had 
been elected by having the lights turned on. 

“T fully appreciate that it was a very 
clever political trick,’ said Mr. McKnight, 
. because 1 was the man who was defeated 
yy it.” 

Senator Foley, who put in the bill, said 
there was no claim that there had been 
any contract, but it was a fact that an 
official of the City Government had come 
to the officers of the Jamaica Lighting 
Company and had given them his word of 
nonor that if the lights were turned on he 
would use his influence to see that the 
company was paid by the city for the serv- 
ice rendered. On this assurance the com- 
pany turned on the lights and continued to 
furnish light for a considerable period after 
the election. It is now proposed to give 
it an opportunity to prove the equity of its 
claim before the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment. 


LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDINGS. 


Bills Abolishing New York Special Jury 
Commissioner and Buffalo Board 
of Public Works Passed. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 19.—In the Assem- 
bly this morning, Speaker Nixon made a 
change of reference of Mr. Ahearn’s Dollar 
Gas bill for Troy from the Cities Commit- 
tee to the Gas, Electricity, and Water Sup- 
ply Committee. 

The minority members from Buffalo at- 
tacked the Davis bill on third reading, pro- 
viding for the abolition of the present 
Board of Public Works Commissioners of 
Buffalo, and for the creation of a single- 
headed commission. Mr. Bradley of Erie 
offered an amendment that the present 
heads of the various departments of public 
works be retained in office as Deputy Com- 
missioners, and that the Commissioner to 
be appointed shall not be eligible to suc- 
ceed himself in office. 

Messrs. Geoghan and Bradley spoke for 
the amendment and Messrs. O'Malley and 
Schneider against it. The amendment was 
lost by a viva voce vote, and the bill was 
passed by a vote of 83 yeas, 34 nays. 

The Elsberg bill to abolish the office of 
Special Commissioner of Jurors in New 
York City and Kings County passed with- 
out debate after an amendment offered by 
Mr. Fitzgerald of New York, that the Com- 
missioner of Jurors be clothed with the 
same powers as exercised by the Special 


Commissioner of Jurors had been defeated. 

Several amendments were offered to the 
Henry bill on third reading, which general- 
ly amends the Military. Code of the State. 
Mr. Landon offered one providing that 
those who served in the United States 
Army during the Spanish-American war 
shall receive credit of two and a half 
months in the National Guard for each 
month served in the volunteer service. Mr.

The amendments were all defeated by a 
vote of 30 yeas, 51 nays, and the bill was 
passed, 94 yeas, 7 nays. 

The W. Smith bill, providing that 2 
per cent. of the tax collected from foreign 
fire insurance companies shall be paid to 
the Firemen’s Home, at Hudson, was made 
a special order for to-morrow morning. 

The Speaker handed down Senator 
Brown's bill consolidating the Forest Pre- 
serve Board and the Fish, Forest, and 
Game Commission. It was referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee. 

A resolution by Mr. Rodenbeck, that the 
Speaker appoint a committee of three to 
draft the bills prepared for the Legislature 
by the Statutory Revision Commission prior 
to its dissolution, and not acted upon by 
the present joint committee, was adopted. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff presided at this 
morning’s session of the Senate. After the 
passage of several minor bills the New 
York Bureau of Elections bill was taken 
up. Senator Slater suggested an amend- 
ment that the bureau might divide districts 
having over 650 voters into two or more 
districts. He knew of one district having 
1.500 voters. This amendment was ordered. 
Senator Marshall offered an amendment 
that the election notices be published in 
five newspapers instead of two, as hereto- 
fore provided. The amendment was made. 
Senator Raines suggested an amendment 
that Police Captains shall report on mat- 
ters of false registration to the State Su- 
perintendent of Elections instead of to the 
Bureau of Elections, 

Senators Plunkitt and McCarren objected, 
declaring that the amendment was against 
the spirit of the bi-partisan board, and 
sought to dignify the Superintendent of 
Elections. 

Senator Raines insisted that the State 
Superintendent was the proper person to 
receive the reports. Senator Trainor said 
the Democrats did not object to the bill 
itself, but did object to the Raines amend- 
meuts, Senator Raines changed the form 
of his amendment so that a report would 
be made to the bur*au and also to the State 
Superintendent. The bill was finally laid 
aside without being advanced. 

The Wilson bill to convey to the United 
States certain lands under water in New 
York Harbor near Governors Island was 
objected to by Senator Ahearn when Sena- 
tor Higgins asked that it be advanced to 
third reading. Senator Ahearn said that 
the bill was in the interest of a certain 
contractor who was engaged in deepening 
the inner channel. The contract involves 
$4,000,000, and if this bill passes the con- 
tractor can make a great sum of money. 
The bill was advanced to third reading. 


TO REPORT AMENDED TAX BILLS 


Senate Committee Will Bring in Meas- 
ures to Add About $3,000,000 to 
State Revenues. 

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Taxation and Retrenchment will to- 


morrow morning report favorably on the 
amended tax bills, that will, if they be- 


come law, net the State in the neighborhood 


of $3,000,000 annually. The bills are the 
acts taxing insurance companies, savings 
banks, and trust companies. The amend- 


ments are as follows: 


The bill taxing insurance companies is 
amended so that all domestic insurance 
companies—fire, life, and mutual—are taxed 
1 per cent. on the gross amount of their 
premiums in this State. The insurance 


companies of other States are taxed 1 per 
cent. on the gross amount of premiums in 


a $y. 1 as : 

this State. Fire and marine insurance 
companies of other States, however, are 
not to be taxed. Foreign country insur- 


ance companies writing fire and marine in- 
surance are taxed one-half of 1 per cent. 
on the gross premiums in this State. For- 
eign country life, health, and casualty in- 
surance companies are not to be taxed. All 
other foreign country companies are to be 
taxed 1 per cent. on their premiums in the 
State, 

Trust companies are to be taxed 1 per 
cent. on the capital, surplus, and undivided 
profits. They are to be exempted from 
taxation for local purposes on personal 
property. 

Savings banks are to be taxed 1 per cent. 
on their surplus at its par value. 

Summed up, the State will receive reve- 
nue from its new taxation scheme as fol- 
lows: Insurance companies, $700,000; sav- 
ings banks, $750,000; trust companies 
$1,350,000; total, $2,800,000, ; 

All of the tax imposed is in addition to 
the tax the companies have to pay al- 
ready, : 





FOR A NEW RIVER PARKWAY. 


Mr. Slater Introduces a Bill for Im- 
provements Along the Hudson, 


ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Senator Slater intro- 
duced a bill to-day authorizing the Depart- 
ment of Parks in the City of New York to 
lay out a public parkway from the norther- 
ly end of the Boulevard Lafayette, along 
the Hudson River, and by viaduct over the 
Harlem ship canal to the northerly limits 
of the city. 

The parkway is to be not less than 100 
feet wide and to consist of a driveway for 
carriages, a bridle path, a bicycle path, and 
a path for pedestrians. The expense of the 
construction of the parkway is to be paid 
by the issue of corporate stock certificates, 
which shall pay interest at the rate of 4 
per cent. per annum. No railway is to be 
laid along the parkway. 


TRUST COMPANIES TO FIGHT. 


Object to a Bill Incorporating One 
With Only $100,000 Capital. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Assemblyman Vach- 
eron has introduced a bill which the trust 
companies are watching with considerable 
interest. The title of the bill is, “An act 
to incorporate the Queens County Trust 
and Title Company.” The bill provides 
that John Alvin Young, John H. Sutphin, 
William HH. Llewellyn, John Lewis Childs, 
James N. Brown, Henry N. Betting, and 
their assigns be created a body corporate 
under the corporate name of Queens Coun- 

ty Trust and Title Company. 

The peculiar feature of the bill 
the corporation is required to have but 
$100,000 capital stock. Under the general 
law all trust companies in New York must 
have a capital stock of at least $500,000, 
The bill grants a privilege which other 
trust companies think would be unfair to

REAPPORTIONMENT OF THE STATE. 


Committees Will Consider Bills to 
Change Congressional Districts, 
ALBANY, Feb. 19.—The bill to reappor- 
tion the Congressional districts of the 
State will be passed upon by special cor- 
mittees of the Legislature before it is in- 
troduced in the Legislature. The Senate 
committee will consist of five members to 
be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor 
and the Assembly committee of seven mem- 


bers to be designated by the Speaker. The 
committees will not act as a joint commit- 
tee of both houses, but as separate commit- 
tees, each acting independently of the oth- 
er and submitting its report to its respect- 
ive house. 

The bill which the committees will con- 
sider is nearing completion, the party lead? 
ers having practically agreed to its provis- 
ions, New York County will receive two 
and Kings County one of the additional 
Congressmen apportioned to the State. 
The only changes outside of New York and 
Kings Counties, where the districts will be 
completely altered, will be: 

By changing the First District, to be composed 
of Suffolk, Nassau, and three wards of Queens 
County. 

By detaching Westchester County 
Twenty-fourth Ward of New York 
making it a separate district. 

By placing Richmond County with the Bighth 
District of New York County. 

By adding the remainder of Queens 
with the Fourteenth District of 
County, 

The composition of the other Congres- 
sional districts of the State will remain 
unchanged.

Mr. Hewitt has had an experience 
common to all men who become known 
as philanthropists either in practice or 
by precept.

THE FEVER OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 


It is less than three months since the 
Secretary of the Treasury submitted to 
Congress his statement of receipts and 





expenditures for the current year and 
his estimates for the two succeeding 
years. It was flattering for the present 
and hopeful for the future. He reported 
a large reserve in the Treasury, ample 
and increasing receipts, and, after allow- 
ing for a liberal addition to the rate of 
expenditure, recommended a reduction of 
taxes of at least thirty millions a year. 
The House took up the recommendation 
and prepared a bill that would have cut 
off some $40,000,000. The Senate has 
been dealing with the bill in committee, 
and, since the appropriations are deter- 
mined, has about made up its mind not 
to try to put it through. In this it is un- 
derstood that the Secretary concurs, 

The simple fact is that Congress has 
so thrown away money that, despite the 
enormous revenue and the large accu- 
mulation in the Treasury, it is not safe 
to reduce taxation. This is a most aston- 
ishing state of things to have come about 
in so short a time. A few figures will 
show the extent of the extravagance in 
which Congress has indulged. The fol- 
lowing are the figures of the receipts and 
expenditures estimated by the Secretary 
in December last:

A DISTURBED MINISTRY. 

It is likely that there was a good deal 
of searching of hearts among the mem- 
bers of the British Ministry when, on a 
critical division, it was made to appear 
that a majority of only forty-five re- 
mained to it after it had just resumed 
power with a clear majority of something 
like a hundred. There may have been 
some acrimonious recrimination among 
the members touching the responsibility 
for this absurd showing. This difference 
of views, even if it was expressed behind 
closed doors, seems to have been reflect- 
ed in the press. We find journals which 
are commonly accounted as trustworthy 
supporters of the Government widely dis- 
crepant about “ this particular measure.” 

But no large moral can be shrunk so 
as to apply to this vote. It does, in a 
way, weaken the Ministry, since it shows 
their inability to hit the sense of the 
House on a question important to the 
House. Mr. BaLFour, for example, .may 
have vindicated his character for chiv- 
alry and for his observance of the “ ne- 
cessitudo sortis "’ by coming to the aid of 
a distressed colleague. But he has pret- 
ty certainly weakened his own reputation 
for political sense and for knowledge of 
“the temper of the House.” But this 
comparatively narrow escape of the Min- 
istry is otherwise “of no political sig- 
nificance.” 

It does not betoken that the House of 
Commons has changed its mind upon any 
of the great issues before the British 
people, that there is any more tendency 
than there was a week ago to offer gen- 
erous terms to the Boers, or to change the 
policy of the Government in any essen- 
tial respect. It was simply that Mr. 
DILLON had the sense to see that a rule 
made by the Ministry was offensive to 
the House without distinction of party, 
and the sense to put his perception into 
the form of a motion and the energy to 
press his motion to a vote. Sir WILLIAM 
Harcourt and Sir HENRY CAMPBELL- 
BANNERMAN, the leaders of the Liberals, 
had the sense to see that the issue 
raised by Mr. DILLON was a “ vote get- 
ter,”” and to follow his lead. And the 
Ministry, including Mr. BaLrour, had 
the fatuity to back up one of its own 
members on a proposition clearly unac- 
ceptable to the House. That is really all 
there is in the reported defeat of the 
Ministry. In one aspect it amounts to 
nothing. It does not denote any change 
in the opinions of the members of the 
House of Commons upon the issues upon 
which they were elected. And yet, in an- 
other aspect, it may denote much. It 
does weaken the Ministry by showing 
that it does not know the temper of the 
House. When Mr. GLADSTONE’§ last Min- 
istry was thrown out it was on the ques- 
tion of the beer tax, which was not a 
great national issue at all. The point is 
that a “ leader’? must know the temper 
of his following. And that is as true of 
the House of Representatives as of the 
House of Commons. 





RAMAPO. 


That is a very good work which Mr, 
CoLerR has been doing within these past 
few days. It issued, yesterday, in the 
announcement that the repeal of the 
Ramapo act of 1895 had been made a 
party measure by the Democratic Par- 
ty. “‘ Blessed are they that sow beside all 
waters.”

That 
the State should sublet to a water com- 
pany its right of eminent domain, inso- 
much that any farmer in the State, sus- 
pected of harboring a source of water 
supply, should hold his farm at the 
pleasure and convenience of the Ramapo 
Water Company; this is a 
which the rural Republican legislator 
will be apt to eye with suspicion, when 
he knows that his party and himself are 
to be held responsible for maintaining it.

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—After our present Corporation Coun- 
sel had delayed rapid transit for eighteen 
months by withholding for that period a 
merely perfunctory consent which only he 
could give and which he never had any 
avowable reason for refusing for a single 
moment, he finally spoke the desired word 
and then his political friends entertained 
him at a dinner at which he was vocifer- 
ously acclaimed as the one and only real 
friend rapid transit ever had in this city. 
In the same way, no doubt, when the Pabst 
Hotel portico at last comes down Mr. 
WHALEN will be dined again, that time as 
the stern and fearless guardian of public 
property against those who would seize it 
for private uses. And yet Mr. WHALEN, 
personally or through his subordinates in 
the Law Department, has been a party, 
sometimes active and sometimes passive, 
to every one of the devices by which the 
owners of the portico have been able, 
month after month, to defy the law and 
maintain what Mr. Whalen himself long 
ago declared to be an outrage and a nuil- 
sance. The latest development of the case 
—this suit so conveniently brought when it 
became apparent that Commissioner 
KBATING’S last excuse for inaction was 
about to be removed—not only warrants, 
but urgently demands, the attention of the 
Grand Jury. In that body alone is there 
any hope left in this matter for the people. 
Unless the Grand Jury institutes an inves- 
tigation, unless it brings to light the exact 
nature of the influence which has so long 
and so successfully protected the portico 
and made it safe for its nominal proprie- 
tors to ignore law and public sentiment 
alike, this grossly offensive structure seems 
destined to stand until the slowly creeping 
advance of the underground tunnel puts an 
end to its existence. Such a victory of 
shameless greed over common decency and 
plainest right should not be permitted if 
it can be helped, and the City of New York 
looks to the Grand Jury for aid in its un- 
utterably humiliating extremity. 





—According to a computation made by 
The Blectrical World and Engineer, only 
80,000,000 more letters would be written 
each year by the people of the United 
States if the electric telegraph had never 
been invented, and this, it declares, “is a 
terrible condemnation of the undeveloped 
state of the telegraph.’’ With sixty years 
of growth, it thinks the telegraph should 
now be handling messages not by tens but 
by hundreds of millions, with infinite gain 
over the mails in both speed and conven- 
fence, and with the result of a close knit- 
ting together of the whole social fabric, 
which is much to be desired. As explana- 
tion of the slowness with which telegraphy, 
as compared with telephony, has improved, 
the expert says: ‘ We are unfortunately 
still in the primeval day of the Morse key. 
The telegraph companies still must earn 
about 30 cents a message. An operator to 
a cireult is still the standard. There is no 
patronage of any general system that will 
transmit a message faster than the opera- 
tor can take it down. And the net result 
is that the telegraph is virtually at a stand- 
still, when it ought to be doing more busi- 
ness in a year than it has hitherto done 
fm all its existence.”” After a reference to 
the Pupin and other inventions that al- 
ready permit the American people to ex- 
change 3,000,000,000 conversations a year 
cheaply and conveniently, the writer con- 
tinues: “Why should not something 
analogous be done in the equally promising 
field of telegraphy? The neglect and con- 
tumely heaped on fast machine telegraphy 
is one of the deepest reproaches against 
telegraph management in this country. One 
of these days the companies may wake up 
to find the Government with a system of 
its own chiefly for sending letters.’’ Only 
a few weeks ago we quoted Mr. EDISON as 
making similar complaints about the “ con- 
gervatism ” of the telegraph magnates. 

——When Dr. ALLAN McLANE HAMILTON 
on the witness stand in the Brush case, 
said in effect that all ‘ Christian’ Scien- 
tists’ are insane, he was evidently giving 
‘to the word “‘insanity’’ a different mean- 
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ing from that commonly ascribed to it. In 
the ordinary relations of practical life peo- 
ple can entertain fixed delusions on one or 
several subjects without causing their 
neighbors to regard them as mad. Belief 
in ‘Christian Sclence’’ is no more absurd 
than is disinclination to pass under a ladder 
or to occupy a chamber or a stateroom the 
door of which bears the number 14, yet 
whatever Dr. HAMILTON may say as an 
alienist about the very numerous people 
who entertain these or similar supersti- 
tions, he would hardly treat them, either in 
his professional or his personal capacity, as 
the victims of mania. And how about 
whole races of men and women. who spend 
much time and money in buying the favor 
or placating the wrath of deities of wood 
and stone, even less powerful to aid or in- 
jure than the living and very shrewd ob- 
ject of the ‘Christian Scientist’s’’ devotion?

THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It does seem as if there were brains 

enough in Congress to see the impropriety 
of lumbering up the National statutes by 
a never-ending list of bills as to the edi- 
bles of the earth, when one law would 
serve every purpose and work no injury to 
trade or manufacturing. If every merchant 
were prohibited from offering an article 
for sale not properly labeled as to what 
it was, and confiscation was the penalty, 
you would need no oleomargarine bills or 
pure food or beer bills. The label would 
serve the purpose and work no injury. 
‘Lhis could be so arranged as not to con- 
flict with the patent or other protected 
medicines, 
_ Compel every, article to bear a label, tell- 
ing just what the article offered is, and if 
necessary its constituent parts, and then 
the responsibility would-rest with the pur- 
chaser. This will distinguish the pure from 
the impure; the wheat from the chaff. 
With such a law in force there would be no 
necessity of a Raines law or a license, for 
every grocer would have the article, and 
the bar would become extinct except in the 
regular hotels, 

Liberty of action cannot be prevented by 
corrupt legislation, and I don’t believe 
there ever was a measure introduced to 
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I reply that, while there ought to be no 
fixed fashion in the matter, and every wo- 
man ought to dress her hair so as to em- 
phasize the good features of her head and 
face, a general rule should be that the ar- 
rangement should be as natural as pos- 
sible. The most natural arrangement is one 
which follows the lines of the head, and 
sets off the face well, and, the general 
style which does all this best is that of 
parting the hair in the middle, drawing it 
back gracefully and naturally, and twisting 
it in a soft knot at the base of the skull. 
The position of the knot may be varied ac- 
cording to the needs of the shape of the 
individual head.

It is not many years since 
girls dressed their hair in that style, and, 
when they did so, the effect was that 
which I have just mentioned. 

As I see women on the streets, at the 
theatre, in drawing rooms, in church this 
Winter, I am kept in a constant state of 
irritation, seeing how ugly they are making 
themselves and knowing how lovely each 
one could make herself in a few minutes’ 
time, if — she would. Not long ago I 
went to call upon an unusually beautiful 
girl whom I had not seen for nearly two 
years. When I had seen her last she wore 
her hair in the way which I have described 
as good. Before I entered the drawing room 
I had many fears that I should see her 
marred by the slovenly extravagance of 
the present hairdressing habit, but. to my 
great delight, I beheld her beautiful, fair 
hair still parted and still wound in a lovely, 

lossy coil at the back of her head. To 
ook at her after the examples of hirsute 
mismanagement I had seen in the street 
outside was like leaving a gallery filled 
with the frantic affectations of the so- 
ealled ‘‘ impressionist’? painters and going 
to look at the serene loveliness and ideal 
beauty of an old Italian masterpiece. 

If what I have said will induce even one 

irl to stop mutilating herself and to make 
Rerself attractive once more, I shall not 
have written in vain.

JESUS, CONFUCIUS, MOSES. 
To the Fditor of The New York Times: 

I find that your columns contain this 
morning yet another sermon abstract on 
the relative merits of the religious teachers 
that form the title of this letter. 

I must differ from Rabbi Silverman, who 
declares that the Golden Rule is already 
contained in the Mosaic law. The injunc- 
tion in Leviticus, xix., ‘‘ Love they neigh- 
bor as thyself,’’ though beautiful, is not 
identical with it. The Golden Rule, how- 
ever, was taught in its negative form by 
Hillel, the teacher of Jesus’s teacher in 
these words: ‘ That which is hateful to 
thee do not unto thy neighbor.”’ 

Dr. Silverman further says ‘‘ The Sermon 
on the Mount contains no new principle or 
teaching’ until we reach the words ‘ Ye have 
been told that an eye for an eye, but I say 
unto you resist not,’’’ &c. This is hardly 
accurate. Parallel maxims of fhe beati- 
tudes and other teachings of Jesus may be 
found scattered through the Jewish Scrip- 
tures and in the garly rabbinic ethics. None- 
theless the Sermon on the Mount becomes 
new through selection, excision, and em- 
phasis. Nor, further, is even the doctrine 


of non-resistance novel to Jewish_ ethics, 
except in this way. For in Talmud Sabbath 
we are told *‘ those who are persecuted and 
return not hatred, and meant by the verse 
in Judges, v., 31.” In Talmud Sanhedrin 
Rabbi Judah says: ‘“ Be rather cursed than 
a curser.”” Another Talmund teaching is 
“The righteous should not invoke punish- 
ent.’’ 
how, a more important question still. 
Was Jesus’s admonition of non-resistance 
and exhortation to return good for evil 
necessarily an abrogation of the lex tal- 
ionis—‘‘an eye for an eye’’? (The rab- 
binic interpretation of this law was not 
that the actual eye or tooth of the offender 
shall be destroyed, but that he shall pay 
for the damage that it represents.) My an- 
swer is a decided, No! Je meet here with 
a distinction usually overlooked in_ these 
comparisons. The injunctions in Exodus 
formed a legal code, the injunctions of 
Jesus formed a sermon. A code is intended 
for immediate application and literal ful- 
fillment. It de then, with’ practical 
issues ana takes humanity as it is. A 


law of God Is ‘‘ free moral agency,” and 
this is applicable to man, for general and 
approved support. The more you deprive a 
man of his liberties, the more you destroy 
his manhood, which comes from a conscious 
duty to God. Every man is sovereign to 
himself, and no man has a God-supported 
right to intervene. 

Yere the ordinary rumseller-of to-day 
obliged to label his goods, he would have 
to put poison on every bottle, and it is not 
the drunkard who drinks poison knowing- 
ly. No law can prevent a man from eating 
or drinking what his appetite craves. This 
wicked dilution is what kills. The man 
who knows there is no restraint on the 
article is not: going to abuse himself to beat 
bad legislation, and much of this intoxica- 
tion is due to that spirit. I am not an ad- 
vocate of the saloon, but I am.an advocate 
of equal justice to all men. The saloon is 
the poor man’s clubhouse. 

The sale of adulterated goods has been 
going on for ages, and there is no legisla- 
tion so requisite as that to prevent the 
adulteration of what we eat and drink. 

Let Congress pass a law that will compel 
the sale of the pure article, cost what it 
may, and you have done the poor man an 
equal justice with the wealthy club man, 
and cut a wide swath into the portals of 
health and temperance for all the living.

ANGLO-AMERICAN’S VIEW. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The letter of a Scotsman in to-day’s 
TIMES calls for a few words of comment. 
I am an Englishman by birth, but an 
American citizen. As an Englishman, I 
am satisfied to be counted one among a 
community made of all sorts of nationali- 
ties, and having no aspirations beyond the 
plain integer. I am not conscious of any 
slight on my nationality by others. The 
press of New York has for a long time 
ceased to cast unjust reflections on Eng- 
land, such as were common many years 
ago. 

“But if the press of. America does not ap- 
prove of KEngland’s policy in South Africa 
the fault is not on this side of the water 


at all. Kindly allow me to remind a Scots- 
man that his own land takes a similar at- 
titude. It sent a majority of members to 
the imperial Parliament in opposition to 
the present Ministry, and declared by this 
act that the South African war could and 
ought to have been avoided. Englishmen 
here are more English than the English 
people themselves. For instance, you 
would not find one in a hundred who is 
not a supporter of the Chamberlain policy. 
But the British elections showed that 40 
per cent. of the British electors took an 
opposite view of the case. 

An Englishman is not necessarily a Tory, 
but an Englishman who comes to America 
becomes one somewhere. I have often 
wondered at what part of the voyage the 
mental change takes place. If ever there 
Wus a spectacle calculated to ‘“‘ make the 
angels weep,” it: was the unseemly rush 
to espouse the Tory side of the Transvaal 
question by Englishmen here just after the 
boat race was over. They never stopped 
to inquire into the merits of the dispute, 
but took what they called the English side 
with just as little reflection as they had 
just shown in the boat race. Sir Thomas 
Lipton was the popular idol one day, then 
he and his yacht moved away, and the next 
day the same unreflective devotees were 
down at the feet of Joseph Chamberlain. 
And yet we English wonder why SS 
Americans don't eke 2 us as kindly as 

re think they ought to do.

AMERICANS AND BRITONS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In calling the Englishman's failure to 
naturalize himself here disgraceful the 
writer of ‘‘ Topics of the Times" does go 
too far, e¢en for jocularity; so that it is no 
wonder he has provoked emphatic protests. 

For an American to become naturalized 
in a foreign country is so rare that, if it be 
a “disgrace”’ to live: in a country, taking 
all of its benefits as a resident alien, then 
we are a very disgraceful lot indeed. A 
Yankee is a Yankee always and every- 
where. While foreigners here become soon- 
er or later assimilated, often in spite of 
themselves, the American abroad, no mat- 
ter how he may try to adapt or assimilate 
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himself to the people he is with, always par« 
tially fails in the former and completely 
does so in the latter case. For depth of 
National pride none excels us. If one coune 
try more than any other refuses to join a 
federation of the world, it will be our own, 
We, of all people, can afford to be charitae 


ble to Britons. The proportion of them who 
become naturalized here is much larger 
than that of Americans who assume citi- 
zenship in any part of the British Empire. 

‘A British Subject, Nineteen Years Resi- 
dent Here,” writes a letter, brief, manly, 
and to the noint. ‘A Scotchman” is too 
wildly extravagant, superficial, and one- 
sided, as his failure to see anything but the 
Trish, “spoiled with overindulgence”’ or 
the “impudent Boer ultimatum” as causes 
of trouble plainly show, for these are but 
superficial effects of much deeper causes. 
Of the justice of British rule in Ireland, 
especially in the past, also their rule in 
South Africa and the African war, many of 
the best friends of Britain here are not con- 
vinced. We can be convinced by plain 
facts, not random assertions. 

What “A Scotchman” says of the Amer- 
ican greg is not true, except of a portion 
of it. In deploring the extravagances of this 
portion the writer is in full accord with his 
fellow-correspondent, for he has written to 
THE TIMES more than one plea for more 
tact on the part of editors and speakers in 
discussing other peoples. It should be real- 
ized by British residents here that much of 
such ‘newspaper talk” is spurious. The 

rotectionists, Socialists, silverites, anti- 
mpertalists, and all such indulge in it 
against England as the antithesis of their 
fancies, thinking it “ business.” 

For whatever is sincere in anti-British 
discussion the English have themselves 
largely to blame. For three-quarters of 
the nineteenth century British fair play 
for anything American was a hollow sham. 
This condition was at its worst during our 
civil war, the most unfortunate of all times 
for it. Relics of this state of mind, if not 
numerous, are still apparent in the British 
press. The weaknesses of too many Eng- 
lish-speaking people are not only a want 
of tact and modesty, but a tendency to 
bluster where there should be a quiet as- 
surance. Thus, the English have given a 
great deal of poetic justice to their treat- 
ment by some Americans, however much it 
is to be deplored. 

_ There is a disagreeable class of Amers« 
icans who think it 


“bright”’ to get up 
argument with Englishmen for mere talk- 
ing’s sake. These are often a nuisance, 
no doubt, but, unfortunately, when the 


Briton takes the trouble to retort he too 
often does so against innocent people who 
despise that sort of thing. 

A great deal of misconception is due to 
the fact that a good Englishman does not 
pass for English here. That we are friends 
to-day in spite of these influences is due to 
the solid qualities of the race plus increas- 
ing intercourse. ‘‘ A Scotchman” may feel 
easy, for anti-American criticism and anti- 
English sentiment must yield to the inevite 
able. The noise of these will be in propor- 
tion to their impotence. Their fall is hard, 
very hard, but it must come. It is coming 
very rapidly.

BRITISH MINISTERS’ DEFENSE. 


Brodrick Tells of Reinforcements for 
Kitchener and Chamberlain of a 
Coming Proclamation. 
LONDON, Feb. 20.—When the debate on 
the address in reply to the King’s speech 
at the opening of Parliament was resumed 
in the House of Commons yesterday, the 
Right Hon. Herbert Henry Asquith, (Lib- 
eral,) the ex-Home Secretary, character- 
ized the speech of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, delivered on Monday even- 
ing, as a revival of the “ billingsgate of the 
general election.” He repudiated the sug- 
gestion that the Opposition favored un- 
doing the annexation of the two republics, 
but said a settlement would not be ac- 
celerated by truculent language, but by the 
combination of a strong army, capable of 
commanding respect, and terms not de- 
rogatory to either the victors or the van- 

quished. 

Secretary of State for War Brodrick, who 
followed, declared that the terms offered to 
the Boers were better than ever before 
tendered to a vanquishd enemy. Leniency 
to men on parole had been a disastrous 
failure. He appealed to the Opposition to 
stop the delivering of mischievous speeches 
and the circulation of pamphlets, which did 
immense amount of harm in South 
Africa. 

in defending the Government against the 
charge of failing to reinforce Gen. Kitchen- 
er Mr. Brodrick said 30,000 horses had been 
sent out within three months, and it was 
hoped that by the end of March Gen. 
kKtitchener’s mounted forces would be in- 
creased by 20,000 men. 

Mr. Brodrick also gave an official denial 
of the story that orders had been issued 
that all Boers captured in khaki uniforms 
Were to be shot. He said that neither 
Lcrd Roberts, Gen. Kitchener, nor any 
other responsible General had issued such 
an order 

Mr. Chamberlain informed the House that 
a proclamation setting forth the intentions 
of the Government in regard to the ad- 
ministration of the new South African 
colonies had already been drafted, but had 
not been issued, in deference to the opinion 
of Gen. Kitchener and Sir Alfred Milner 
that the time was not yet opportune. 


THE CHASE OF DE WET. 


No Confirmation of Report of His Cap- 
ture — Kitchener Expects Him to 
Double Back to the Southwest. 
LONDON, Feb. 20.—No information was 
received in London from South Africa yes- 
terday that would give color to the report, 
circulated in the United States, that Gen. 
De Wet has been captured by the British. 
Lord Kitchener, telegraphing from Pre- 
toria to the War Office, under date of Feb. 

18, says: 

‘*De Wet is reported still moving north, 
and .is now west of Hopetown. He will 
probably double back to the southwest. 
The troops are prepared for this. P 

‘‘A train was derailed between Vereenig- 
ing and Johannesburg this morning, but 
the Boers were driven off before they sey 
eurcd much.” 

The War Office last» evening published 
the list of British casualties in the fight 
between Smith-Dorrien and Commandant 
Gen. Louis Botha at Bothwell on Feb. 6, 
already fully described in’ Lord Kitchener’s 
advices to the War Office from Pretoria. 
The British casualties were twenty-four 
killed and fifty-three wounded, and the 
Boers were repulsed. 





CAPE TOWN, Feb. 19.—Mr. Theron, Pres- 
ident of the Afrikander Bund, has decided 
that it is impossible for him to co-operate 
with Piet De Wet’s Peace Committee; but 
he hae offered the constituted authorities 
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his ‘services to promote the restoration of 
peace on terms honorable to both sides. 


ADVISES A REVENUE TARIFF. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Daily Mail, in 
view of the necessity of raising money for 
the war in South Africa, still ‘in full 
blast,’’ advocates a tariff for revenue pur- 
poses, which, it says, differs entirely from 
a protective tariff, ‘‘ the virtues and vices 
of which it is needless to discuss, although 
the speed and precision with which Russia 
has brought the United States to its knees 
by retaliation are most instructive.” 

The paper suggests a 10 per cent. ad va- 
lors m duty on foreign manufactures, 

Chis suggestion will probably find con- 
siderable support in view of the almost cer- 
iain increase of the income tax. 

Among the humerous suggestions for 
raising money, it has been proposed that 
the Government should appropriate the 
many millions that ure lying in the Bank 
of England and other banks in the shape of 
unclaimed dividends and the like, 

fhe Morning Post, in an editorial on the 
cost of the war in South Africa, says: 

‘ The Treasury must explain how the 
expenses of the struggle are to be met. 
For the next decade, at least, it is obvious 


that, with the cost of the war and the 
needful additions to our defensive forces, 


the area of national revenue must be broad- 
ened, and the financial position of the 
country must be considered as a whole.”’ 

It suggests a small duty on sugar, re- 
ferring to this as ‘‘ but one illustration of 
the great field open to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer.” 


AMERICAN HORSES IN THE WAR. | 


The House Asks for Information as to | 


the Shipments. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The House to- 
day adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury 
be requested to inform the House if our ports 
or waters have been used for the exportation of 
horses, mules, and other supplies for use in 
South Africa, and if so to what extent, and 
what steps have been taken to prevent the same; 
Also the number of horses and mules that have 
been shipped since the beginning of the war in 


South Africa to the present time, giving the 
shipments from each port ‘and the dates. 
A somewhat similar resolution of in- 


quiry, addressed to the Secretary of State, 
Was also adopted. 


TO CONSERVE BRITISH TRADE. 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—The agitation on the 
subject of American inroads upon British 
trade seems likely to result in an interest- 
ing economic and labor experiment under 
the leadership of John Lockie, late Conserv- 
ative candidate for Devonport. 

There is now in process of formation the 
National Federation of Masiers’ Associa- 





tions and Trades Unions, the objects being | 


to “educate the minds of employers and 
employes concerning the grave responsibili- 
ties which rest with them in respect to the 
expansion of British trade, to devise means 
to meet foreign competition, to send joint 
deputations of capital and labor abroad to 
inquire into the conditions of other coun- 
tries, and to provide a federation where 
employers and employes may meet on the 
same plane.” 


Mr. Lockie is a well-known student of 
labor problems. He wants an endowment 
fund of £50,000. It is understood that the 


Conservative leaders are taking serious in- 
terest in the scheme, in the hope that it 
may form the means of solving a problem 
which they consider is, sooner or later, 
bound to embarrass the Government. The 
chief difficulty Mr. Lockie finds is to solve 
the problem of making the new federation 
entirely unpolitical. 


German Fear of American Competition. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—The Kreuz Zeitung 
argues editorially to-day against the Canal 
bill, contending that the canal would un- 
duly favor the importation of American 
woods by way of the canal, thus dealing a 
deathblow to German forestry, which, the 
Kreuz Zeitung asserts, would be unable to 
compete with America, especially in the in- 
dustrial districts of the Rhine. 


GEN. POLE-CAREW MARRIED. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—The marriage of Brig. 
Gen. Reginald Pole-Carew, who commanded 
the Guards’ Brigade in South Africa, to 
Lady Beatrice Butler, eldest daughter of 
the Marquis of Ormonde, at the Guards’ 
Chapel, Wellington Barracks, this after- 
noon, attracted an aristocratic assemblage, 
including many officers in uniform. The 
chapel was lavishly decorated, and the band 
of the Coldstream Guards furnished the 
music. The Marquis of Ormonde gave his 
daughter away. There were eight brides- 
maids. : 

At the reception given by the Marchioness 
of Ormonde afterward there was a big 
crush. 

The newly married couple received over 
600 presents, King Edward, Queen Alexan- 
dra, the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
and York, and the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught being among the royal donors.

LONDON, Feb. 20.—The Rotterdam corre- 
spondent of The Daily Express says: ‘I 
learn that the national present to Queen 
Wilhelmina, which has hitherto been kept 
a great secret, will take the form of a new 
crown, and that #£20,000 has been 
scribed.”’ 





Soudanese Troops’ Fata! Quarrel. 

CAIRO, Feb. 19.—A few days ago a quar- 
rel occurred between members of the Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth Soudanese Battal- 
ions at an entertainment given by the 
latter at Omdurman. Five were killed and 
twenty wounded. There had been ill-feel- 
ing between the battalions prior to the en- 
tertainment.

LONDON, Feb. 19.—Sigmund Hertz of 
New York City, who has been under ar- 
rest here for some time past, charged with 
forgery, was to-day committed for extra- 
dition to the United States.

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VARIOUS DRAMATIC TOPICS 


Peculiarities of Rural American 
Drama Old and New. 








Improvement in “Continuous Vaude- 
ville "Hedwig Lange’s Benefit— 
Gossip of the Stage. 





Rural American drama has not developed 
greatly since the era of ‘‘ The People’s 
Lawyer,’ which in time resolved itself into 
the sketch called ‘“ Solon Shingle.” <A 
false accusation of theft was the dramatic 
basis of the emotional scenes of that old 
play, and the same incident serves well 
enough in Mr. Hoyt’s much later piece, 
“A Midnight Bell,"’ which has been suc- 
cessfully revived by the stock company at 
the Murray Hill Theatre this week. Hoyt’s 
play, however, possesses in its characteri- 
zation and the quality of its humor an 
even stronger likeness to the dramatization 
of Trowbridge’s ‘‘ Neighbor Jackwood,”’ al- 
though that had a political purpose, and 
was regarded in New England as an anti- 


slavery ** document ”’ of considerable 
worth, The relationship of ‘‘A Midnight 
Bell”’ to Mr. Fitch's newer and more sen- 


timental but not more original or natural 
piece, ‘‘ Lovers’ Lane,"’ will.be obvious to 
every one who sees both plays. When “A 
Midnight Bell’’ was new Mr. Howells saw 
it and praised its verity in print, express- 
ing the regret, however, that the author 
had seen fit to make theatrical use of a 
conventional bank robbery, and had per- 
mitted the envy of the village gossips to 
go so far as the expulsion of the comely 
schoolmistress. Yet without those devices 
there would be no play at all, the midnight 
bell] would not be rung, and there would be 
nothing left but caricature and chatter. 
For caricature is the very essence of these 
rustic comic dramas, 

Frequenters of the most popular form of 
theatrical entertainment in this city, the 

‘continuous vaudeville shows, cannot 
fail to note the improvement in the quality 
of the entertainments. To be sure, there 
is still a peinful lack of variety in “ va- 
riety.”’ The ‘*‘ coon song’ and the cockney 
music hall song are frequently too much in 
evidence. Except the acrobats, whose skiil 
grows more and more amazing, and who do 
things to-day the acrobats of the last gen- 
eration would have thought impossible, 
ihere are few regular music hall perform- 
ers who can be called progressive. 

In the “ continuous,’’ too, the prevailing 
dearth of humor is sadly felt. For one per- 
former who, like Edwin Latell, the ** musi- 
cal coon” has a fund of personal humor 
which makes his most preposterous doings 
diverting, there are dozens who _ produce 
all their effects only by the hardest kind 
of work, men and women, dubbed come- 
dians, upon whom Euphrosyne never 
smiled. The average variety theatre sketch, 
also, is still of the cheapest and least in- 
telligible pattern. : 

But the managers are paying more money 
all the time for attractions, and the biils 
of the various ‘ continuous” houses this 
week, for example, represent a much 
larger outlay of money than bills ever 
represented in the beginnings of the “ con- 
tinuous.” In other words, these variety 
theatres are surely serving the purpose 
of educating the taste of their frequenters, 
and in time their attempts to satisfy the 
demands they create may be their own 
undoing. Such a ‘“turn’’_as ‘‘ Madam 
Butterfly,’ at Proctor’s Fifth Avenue 
Theatre this week, represents a vast im- 
provement, pictorially and dramatically, 
over a similar special production of a few 
years ago, say, for example, Minnie Selig- 
man’s trial of Gilbert’s ‘‘Comedy and 
Tragedy.’ Then the scenery and appoint- 


ments were new but of a cheap quality, 
and the supporting actors were incompe- 


tents. Now the pictures are all that taste 
and ingenuity could devise and money pro- 
cure, and the acting is all better than com- 
petent. 


«. Similar danger to that which threatens 
the life of the vaudeville theatre of the 
present hour, menaces the cheap stock 
companies. The play at the Murray Hill 
Theatre next week, for instance, will be 
“Secret Service.”’ This is getting pretty 


near the current repertory of the high- 
priced theatres. No doubt the compari- 
sons Mr. Donnelly and his actors invite 


in this selection will be creditably met, but 
it obviols that when these theatres 
which change their bills every week get 
to producing plays of so recent origin their 
sources of supply must be running low. 
The successful new plays of this year, 
for instance, if they should all pass into 
the stock repertories next, would not serve 
out nearly half a season. The only way 
out of the difficulty for the stock com- 
panies, in time, will be to produce new 
plays regularly. That will require a larger 
working capital, and a somewhat more 
elaborate scenic equipment, with presuma- 
bly an increase in the prices of admission

to meet the increased expenses. But in 
the end, it would work much good to the 


American stage and educate a new race of 
playwrights as well as a new supply of 
actors, : 


Unusual! interest attaches to the perform- 
ance of Sardou’s ‘“‘ Fedora,’’ in German, at 
the Irving Place Theatre to-night. Hedwig 
Lange, the tall and comely actress for 
whose benefit the performance will be 
given, is regarded by Mr. Conried as the 
most promising performer of her rank 
(she is not yet a star) who has yet be- 
longed to his company. The impulsive and 
impassioned Romanoff Princess will be her 
first great role, except in one or two in 
dramas which have appealed solely to Ger- 
man playgoers. 

Mr. Conried has made more than even his 
usuai careful preparation for the perform- 
ance, and in the supporting cast will in- 
troduce actors like Ada Merito, Gustave 
von Seyffertitz, and Otto Ottbert, in com- 
paratively small roles. Carl Emmerich, 
Max Hanseler, and Franz WKierschner wiil 
also be in the play.

ARMAND SILVESTRE DEAD. 


Famous French Poet and Critic Was in 


His Sixty-fourth Year. 
TOULOUSE, Feb. 20,--Paul Armand Sil- 
vestre, the French poet and critic, is dead. 
He was born April 18, 1837. 





_Paul Armand Silvestre was destined at 

first for a military career, and was admilt- 

ted in 1857 to the Polytechnic School. 
However, he left the school without going 


into the service. The following year he 
became an Inspector in the Ministry of 
Finance, and soon after Under Chief in 


the bureau having charge of the archives. 

During the years of his service he wrote 
voluminously poems, operas, essays. Among 
his best-known poetic works are ‘‘ Rimes 
Neuves et Vieilles,’’ published with a pref- 
ace by George Sand in 1866, ‘* La Chanson 


des Heures.” ‘‘ Les Ailes d'Or,” and ‘* Le 
Pays des Roses.” 

Some of his dramatic works were 
‘‘Sapho,” a drama in one act, in verse, 


produced in 1888 at Comédie Francaise; the 
operas *‘ Henry VIII.,”’ in four acts; ‘ Ped- 
rode Zamalea,”’ and ‘*‘ Jocelyn.’” The comedy 
“ Grisélidis’’ won the Toirac prize con- 
ferred by the French Academy in 1891. 

In 1886 the Cross of the Legion of Honor 
was given to him for his services in the 
Ministry of Finance.

Herbert S. Taylor. 

Herbert S. Taylor, the assistant treas- 
urer of the Maurice Grau Opera Company, 
who has been suffering with typhoid pneu- 
monia for the past two weeks, died yester- 
day morning at the Hotel Navarre, where 
he has been residing since the opera com- 
pany returned from its tour two months ago. 
He became identified with the late firm of 
Abbey, Schoeffel, & Grau when they pro- 
duced ‘“ America” at the Auditorium in 
Chicago during the Exposition year, holding 
the position of stenographer. He spoke 
English, Ffench, and German, and was an 
efficient stenographer, which made his po- 
sition of importance. 

During the year 1897 he left the company 
for his home in England. On the voyage 
over he made the acquaintance of Miss 
Lynas of Chicago, and lust year they were 
married. Instead of returning to this 
country last sezson he remained in London, 
where, with his father as a partner, he 
established himself in the commission busi- 
ness, and was prospering finely when Mr. 
Grau persuaded him to accept the position 
of assistant treasurer. He agreed to do 
so for a part of the season, and when 
stricken with typhoid fever, which subse- 
quently developed into pneumonia, he was 
sreparing to take his departure for his 
lome in England. 

He was twenty-nine vears of age, and a 
widow surviyes him. The funeral arrange- 
ments will be perfected to-day, when Mrs. 
Taylor's relatives arrive in this city. The 
probabilities are that the remains will be 
sent to London. 


Dr. William H. Egle. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Feb. 19.—Dr. Will- 
iam HH. Egle, genealogist and historian, 
died to-night at his home in this city of 
pneumonia. He was graduated from the 
Medical Department of the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1859. In 1863 he was ap- 
pointed Surgeon of the Forty-seventh Penn- 


sylvania Regiment and served until Decem- 
ber, 1865. 
In March, 1887, he was appointed State 


Librarian, which position he held for twelve 
years. He was thé author of a history of 
Pennsylvania and a large number of other 
historical publications. 


Dr. GEORGE L. Kirpy, Superintendent of 
the State Hospital at Raleigh, N. C., died 


there last night. He had been Superin- 
tendent since 1894.

Fighting Great Combination of 
Brains and Wealth. He Says. 





Arrest of Prominent City Official Likely 
as Result of Monday’s Raid—Eight 


Policemen Also in Trouble. 





Evidence collected yesterday from wit- 
nesses caught in the great raid on the Pa- 
role Turf Club at 20 Dey Street, Monday 
afternoon, pointed to a very prominent city 
official as one of the backers of the place, 
and his arrest is likely to be an outcome 
of the affair, according to Assistant District 
Attorney Schurman. 

Something is likely to happen also to the 
eight policemen in citizens’ clothes, found 
by District Attorney Philbin’s raiders, al- 
though Mr. Philbin said yesterday that he 
had not decided what course he would pur- 
sue with regard to them. 

They will probably be called to the wit- 
ness stand to tell what business took them 
to the place and explain how it was that 
they had spent several hours a day in the 
place six weeks, as Capt. Westervelt 
of the Church Street Station says they 
did, without obtaining any evidence that 
the law was being violated. Some have 
been uncharitable enough to hint that they, 
like the other persons surprised in the 
place, were there for their own amusement, 
but Capt. Westervelt insists that this is not 
so, and that they were there under orders. 

One of them, Creed, was among those set 
to guard the place yesterday to that 
no law was violated and to prevent any 
of the paraphernalia of. the place that may 
be used evidence from being carried 
away. 

The club was not closed yesterday. Reg- 
inald C. Levien, the President, and Leon 
Stedeker, the doorkeeper, who, with Percy 
Levien, the son of the first named, are 
held in $1,500 bail for examination to-mor- 
row morning because of their connection 
with the place, were there to welcome visit- 
ors, and James M. Steedman, a member 
who pledged his residence, 220 West Forty- 
ninth Street, to insure their appearance, 
was entertaining himself with a big pho- 
tograph album. Between thirty and forty 
members spent the afternoon in the rooms 
reading or playing games of cards, to which, 
however, there was no accompaniment of 
rattling chips. The poker rooms on the third 
floor, where the betting on the races was 
also carried on, were almost deserted, and 
the door at the head of the stairs leading 
into them and which was formerly kept 
locked, with a watcher behind it, stood in- 
vitingly open. 

President Levien insisted that the raid 
was an infringement of private rights, as 
the club was incorporated, and if the mem- 
bers gambled among themselves it was no 
more than was done in the most fashion- 
able up-town clubs in the city. There was 
a “kitty ’’ to the poker tables, which, he 
said, sometimes amounted to $80 or $90 a 
day, but this went to pay the running ex- 
penses of the club and provide the victuals 
and drinks which were served to members 
free of charge.

Much speculation was indulged in yester- 
day as to the identity of the very promi- 
nent city official and another man, a pro- 
fessor in one of the higher institutions of 
learning, who were said to have been caught 
in the raid Those who knew would not 
say a word about it except that the poli- 
ticlan was high in Tammany Hall. One of 
the men present when the police rushed 
in, and who recognized Maurice F. _Hola- 
han, President of the Board of Public Im- 


provements, when asked to name the other 


official, said: ‘J don’t want to commit 
suicide yet.” Another habitué remarked 
that it was a pity that the raid hadn't 
taken place at the same hour Saturday, for 
then Mr. Philbin would have found two 
Judges in his net. 

This story may have been inSpired by an 
actual happening at the raid when one of 
those found in the rooms boldly declared 
that he was a prominent Chicago Magis- 
trate, now known to be stopping in the 
city. He wasn’t the Chicago Judge at all, 
and confessed the lie as soon as it was 
seen that the men present would simply 
be required to give their names as wit- 


nesses, and would not be locked up. 

Mr. Holahan yesterday declared that the 
relative for whom he was looking in the 
ylace was his eldest son, Frank M. Hola- 
1an. 

‘Young men will go astray sometimes,’ 
he said, *‘and I am sorry to say that my 
son has made mistakes. I don’t know his 
whereabouts.

MOSS’S TRIBUTE TO DEVERY. 


Reference to the Chief of Police in 


Speaking of Reform. 

About twenty young men assembled at 
the First Presbyterian Church, Eleventh 
Street and Fifth Avenue, last night and lis- 
tened to an on ‘** Municipal Re- 
form,’’ which was delivered by Frank Moss. 
He said in part: 7 

“There is a most deplorable condition of 
affairs existing in this city to-day, and it 
does not take any one long to decide what 
organization is most responsible for those 
conditions—Tammany Hall—or what man 
is responsible—Richard Croker—but we 
need not condemn every man who is a 
member of Tammany Hall, for there are 
many honest men in that organization. 

‘Not long ago I met, one night, a police- 
man on Houston Street, who spoke to me 
very carefully. He told me, among other 
things, that he wished the reform admin- 
istration was in power again, for, while 
he was punished when he deserved it then, 
that now he was not even recognized as a 
man or treated as such. 

‘“*How Chief Devery dares to remain in 
his office in the face of the opposition is 
more than I can understand, but he does it. 
Devery is one of the most level-headed men 
| ever knew, and I certainly never met his 


address 


superior when it comes to handling men. 
Even Mr. Sexton has desired of late to get 
him out, but one day, when things were 
looking blackest for the Chief, he calmly 
walked into the room where the Commis- 
sioners were sitting and took his seat 
among them. He did not say much, but 
they understood, and his very presence 


there was eloquent. He let them know that 
they were all in the same boat together. 
“The reform is coming, however. Seven 
years ago the movement which resulted in 
the overthrow of Tammany began by a po- 


liceman insulting a clergyman, just as it 
did this year. The insult was offered in 
the same district in which the Rev. Dr. 
Paddock was insulted a few months ago, 
and Devery was then the Captain in that 
precinct. Then there was hardly any one 
brave enough to enter into the fight at 
first, but the conditions to-day are far 


more favorable.” 


TWO NEW POLICE CAPTAINS. 


Capt. Killilea Retired at His Own Re- 
quest—Board Soon to Act in 
Herlihy Case. 





Two new Captains were “* made” at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Police Board. 
They are Capt. Frank B. Creamer, formerly 
Sergeant in Chief Devery’s office, and 
Capt. Michael Devanney, erstwhile Ser- 
geant of the Atlantic Avenue station, in 


Brooklyn. Roundsman Matthew Robinson 
of the West One Hundred and Fifty-second 
Street Station was promoted to a Ser- 
geancy. : 

Capt. Thomas Killilea was 
the force upon his own application. He is 
sixty-three years old, and when a very 
young man was a servant in the household 
of Judge Joseph F. Bosworth, a leading 
New York politician of ante-bellum days. 
As the story goes, Killilea won his way 
to his employer’s favor by his faithful 
care of Mrs. Bosworth, who was long a 
bedridden invalid. Then the Judge became 
a Police Commissioner, and it was through 
his influence that Killilea joined the force, 
and was rapidly promoted. He was ap- 
pointed Captain July 1, 1870. 

Andrew L. Cahill, patrolman, was dis- 
missed from the force. It was charged 
that he witnessed an assault and robbery 
committed upon Dr. Wiley 8. Jones of West 
Virginia in a Seventh Avenue saloon on 
Oct. 26 last, and that he did not interfere, 
but afterward pawned the watch taken 
trom the victim, and made no report of the 
seeurrence to his superiors. He was in- 
dicted but never tried, as Dr. Jones re- 
fused to come to this city to prosecute. 

Chief Devery was closeted with the Com- 
missioners for a time. President York said 
that the Herlihy case had been discussed. 
and that it looked as though the board 
might soon come to a conclusion, although 
he refused to foreshadow the nature of the 
verdict. 

Police Sergeant Churchill, who enjoys the 
soubriquet of ‘*‘ The Adonis of the Force,” 
will cease, at least for a time, to adorn the 
desk of the Tenderloin Station. He has 
been transferred to do duty behind the desk 
of a little wooden shanty in Newtown. Sergt. 
Churchill came very near being Captain. 
He stood sixteenth on the list, and fifteen 
Captains were made in the last batch. As 
a compensation he was sent from the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station to the Tender- 
loin Station, which, among the Police Ser- 
geants, is considered the best berth in the 
business. Sergt. Carson exchanged places 
with him. Carson now returns to the Ten- 
derloin.

DR. KENNEDY’S MOTHER 
ON THE WITNESS STAND 


Efforts to Still Further Strengthen 
His Alibi. 





Capt. Price Brings in Melville, the Miss- 
ing Witness, but He Is Not 
Examined. 


Efforts to still further strengthen the 
alibi Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy’s counsel have 
been building up for the dentist accused 
of the murder of Dolly Reynolds two years 
ago, were continued yesterday. 

Mrs. Margaret Kennedy, the gray-haired 
mother of the prisoner, took the stand in 
ner boy's behalf, and in a low and trem- 
bling voice testified that at 3 o’clock on 
the morning the murdered girl’s body was 
found, she entered Dr. Kennedy's room 
and threw comforter over her sleeping 
son's form. 

Dressed entirely in black, with a gentle 
and kindly face, Mrs. Kennedy was assist- 
ed to the witness chair by the court at- 
tendants. She swore that she had seen her 
son sleeping soundly at about 2:45 in the 
bed in his room on the morning of the 16th 
of August, 1898. 

‘“Didn’t your son have some 
tape’’’ asked Mr. McIntyre on 
amination, 

The lead pipe bludgeon is wrapped’ with 
bicycle tape. 

‘“*Yes,"”” almost whispered Mrs. Kennedy, 
Kennedy blinked his eyes rapidly. Mr. Mc- 
Intyre relentlessly drew from the aged 
parent admissions tending to show in her 
son’s possession all of the implements of 
which the fatal bludgeon was made. 

‘Was not there in your house some lead 
pipe and an iron rod?’ asked the ex-Assist- 
ant District Attorney. 

“There was,’ replied Mrs. 
firmly. 

* Your 
pipe in 
not?’ 

“They did,’’ answered the old lady. Mr. 
Mcintyre asked no more questions. Mrs. 
Kennedy had borne the ordeal well, and 
not until she reached her son’s side did 
she allow her feelings to get the better 
of her. Pausing by Dr. Kennedy's chair, 
she threw her arms around his’ neck and 
kissed him affectionately, twice. Young 
Mrs. Kennedy held her handkerchief to her 
eyes. Justice Fursman cleared his throat 
saispiciously just as Police Captain Price, 
travel-stained and dusty, walked into the 
room with Daniel S. Melville, the defense’s 
missing witness, in tow. Detective Carey, 
with a smile on his face, brought up the 
rear. 

‘The missing witness, Melville, is now in 
court, your Honor,’’ announced Mr. Mc- 
Intyre, ‘‘ and the defense may call him at 
any time they desire.” 

“We do not wish to call him out of the 


reguiar order of our defense,”’ spoke up 
Lawyer Moore, Melville was brought beak 
from Florida, where he went several days 
ago with his wife, by Capt. Price and 
Detective Carey, “in order to vindicate 
the honor of the police forge and the pros- 
ecutors of this case,’’ as Mr. Hennessy put 
it. Melville made an affidavit that two 
detectives, said to be Carey and Smith, 
visited his plumbing shop on Staten Island 
and examined some pieces of lead pipe one 
afternoon in August, 1898, and that after 
they went away the pieces of lead pipe 
were missing. The detectives swear that 
a piece of lead pipe similar to that of which 
the bludgeon was made was found in a 
cigar box in Kennedy's cellar after they 
had made two searches and found nothing. 

The day’s session closed, and still Mel- 
ville was not called by the defense. Mr. 
Cantwell said about 4:45 that the defense 
would close its case with two witnesses 
early to-day. The two witnesses were not 
in the courtroom. He therefore wished an

“Why don’t you put Melville on the 
stand?” inquired Justice Fursman. He 


had propounded this same question once 
or twice before, and each ‘time Mr. Cant- 
well had replied that Melville would he 
put on tne stand after a conference could 
be held with him by Kennedy's lawyers. 
The Justice asked Melville if he had re- 
ceived a subpoena, and if he didn’t know he 
was bound to obey it. Melville said that 
he had received the subpoena, but that his 
wife was sick, and he wanted to take her 
to Florida. ‘‘ You may show cause be- 
fore me _ to-morrow,'’ said the Justice, 
sternly, ‘‘why you should not be pun- 
ished for contempt of court.’’ He was re- 
manded to Capt. Price’s custody. 

A new witness was William Crook, He 
had observed the man with Dolly Reynolds 
closely, he said, and he was positive it was 
not ennedy. He got up and started to- 
ward Kennedy to get a better look, and 
was atopped by Mr. McIntyre. ‘“ Did you 
ever see Kennedy at the Grand Hotel,’”’ he 
asked. : 

‘“*T never saw him in my life until to-day. 
I went up to the prison pen to look at 
him, and they would not let me any nearer 
than the door. The man with Dolly Rey- 
nolds had a dark mustache.” 

Cross-examination failed to shake his 
testimony. > 

Hamilton St. Clair, Superintendent of the 
flat house where Dolly Reynolds lived, was 
not allowed to tell of the threats he had 
heard against the dead girl’s life, made, 
the defense alleges, by the man who was 
intimate with her. 

The case is expected to go to the jury 
this afternoon,

SUSPICIOUS FIRES ON PIERS. 
Two Sheds Within a Short Distance of 
Each Other Found Ablaze. 

Fire was discovered last night in a shed 
used as a carpenter’s shop on new Pier 33 
East River by Watchman John Hawke 
shortly after the men employed on the 
dock had left for the night. He called an- 
other watchman, James Higgins, who rang 
in an alarm from the box at the corner of 
Rutgers Slip and South Street. <A barrel 
of kerosene oil was found in the corner of 
the shed where the fire started. The flames 
did not get to the barrel, though the oil 


on the floor ignited and caused a loss of 
$100 to tools and the shop itself. 

About twenty minutes afterward Higgins 
was patroling old Pier 39 Easf River, which 
is being torn down to be replaced by a new 
dock. There he found another shed ablaze 
and sent in a second alarm from the corner 
of South and Market Streets. The shed was 
unoccupied and the loss amounted to only 
the cost of the building, about $10. 

The two piers are being constructed by 
Bernard Rolf, who has a contract with the 
Dock Department. Two strikes have oc- 
curred during the work. Skilled dock build- 
ers struck for more pay and then returned 
to work. Recently about twehty-five or 
thirty of the employes went out again for 
more pay. They are still out. 

Roundsman Brennan, who has charge of 
the watchmen in the city work, says Hig- 
gins went to Pier 39 immediately after the 
first fire to make out new time slips for 
the men. Thus he was in time to prevent 
what might have been a big fire, for right 
next to the burning shed and surrounded 


by inflammable building material in the 
Bridgeport Pier Dock. 
At Pier A the police professed to see 


nothing suspicious in the two fires. 


FIRE AT ELEVATED STATION. 


Two Men Injured, Ticket Office and Car 


Roof Burned in Brooklyn. 

Two men were injured during a fire yes- 
terday morning ‘which partially destroyed 
the Sixteenth Street station of the Fifth 
Avenue division of the Brooklyn Elevated 
Railroad. 

The fire, which started shortly before 9 
o'clock, interrupted traffie on both the 
elevated and surface lines for half an hour. 
A bridge train was at the station, and a 
score of passengers were on the platform 
waiting to board it. The passengers did not 
get excited, but insisted on remaining on 
the structure to watch the fire. This pre- 
vented the guards from giving the signal 
to move the train and the roof of the for- 
ward car caught fire and was badly 
charred. ‘ 

The fire appeared to have been started 
by a match in the hands of William E. 
Lewis, the ticket agent, who struck if to 
inspect the register on the passimeter. As 
he did so there was a sudden flash and the 
whole office appeared to be in a blaze. 

Ibe men injured were William E. Lewis, 
the agent, of 242 Flushing Avenue, whose 
face and hands were scorched and blistered, 
und W. F. Barker, the patrolman, whose 
hands were burned. The loss was esti- 
mated at $2,500. 


LIVES SAVED BY FOX TERRIERS. 


Residence of Charles Lawrence at Mag- 
nolia, N. J., Destroyed by Fire. 
CAMDEN, N. J., Feb. 19.—The residence 
of Charles Lawrence, the well-known wing 
shot, at Magnolia, was destroyed by fire 
early this morning. Mr. Lawrence and his 
wife were awakened by the barking of two 
fox terriers, which were kept in the kitch- 


en. He found that the lower part of the 
house was in flames. 

Mr. Lawrence threw a few clothes out of 
the window, and he and his wife then 
jumped out after them. Both were bruised 
by the fall. The valuable medals of Mr. 
Lawrence were destroyed and the two fox 
terriers who saved the family’s lives were 
burned to death. 


FIRE IN A NEWARK SCHOOL. 


Children, Though Somewhat Excited, 
File Out in Good Order. 
NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 19%.—A fire which 
occurred in the Seventh Avenue public 
school here this morning caused consid- 
erable excitement for a time among the 
600 scholars and 13 teachers. The fire 
started in one of the hot-air radiators on 


the first floor, but was seen by the Prin- 
cipal, Mr. Shaffer, before it had gained 
any headway. When the radiator was re- 
moved it was seen that the woodwork 
around it was on fire, and the Principal 
lost no time in getting the pupils and 
teachers out on the street. The children 
were marched out by the front door, past 
the fire, without their hats or coats. 

When the engines arrived the fire was 
soon extinguisned with chemicals, and in 
half an hour the children were back in 
their places. The damage done to the 
building is estimated at about $1,000.

LEGAL NOTES. 


INSURING AGAINST CULPABLE NEGLIGENCE 
OF EMPLOYES.—The City Trust, Safe De- 
posit and Surety Company of Philadelphia 
recovered judgment for over $6,000 in an 
action brought in the Supreme Court, in 
this city, against the Fidelity and Cas- 
ualty Company of New York on a con- 
tract whereby the latter agreed to reim- 
burse the former for a proportionate share 
of what it might become Hable to pay under 
its bond of insurance to the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company, guaranteeing 
against loss by reason of the “ personal 
dishonesty or culpable negligence”’ of its 
employe, George S. Wickham. The latter, 
who, with his driver, had been in the em- 
ploy of the company for several years with- 
out mishap, had a delivery wagon, in which 
there was no entrance except a narrow 
space back of his seat, in the front. He 
received six bags of coin from an uptown 


station, each weighing about 50 or 60 
pounds, and a canvas bag containing 
$5,817.15 in bills. These were put in the 


money box back of the seat and locked up 
and not opened until the Pacific Bank was 
reached. Battey, the driver, was busy car- 
rying the coin bags into the bank when 
Wickham discovered that the bag of bills 
had disappeared. The Appellate Division 
has affirmed the judgment below, holding 
that the facts showed that the payment 
of the loss by the plaintiff company was 
justified under the policy, it appearing that 
Wickham was guilty of culpable negli- 
gence, which occasioned the loss of the 
money. Justice O’Brien, giving the court’s 
uanimous opinion, said it was unnecessary 
to prove that Wickham, who occupied such 
a responsible position of caring for the 
money of the company, deliberately left 
the wagon or was implicated in the theft. 
Culpable negligence might be inferred from 
the circumstances, which, according to 
Wickham's version and the undisputed 
facts, the loss occurred. It was inconceiv- 
able that the bag could have been taken 
without his culpable negligence or dis- 
honesty.

INSURANCE.—The Provident Saving 
Life Assurance Society of New York in 
February, 1896, issued to Charles F. W. 
Dambmann a policy of insurance upon his 
life for $3,000, payable in the event of his 
death to J. M. Drentell. The policy had 
been obtained for the purpose of securing 
an indebtedness of $3,000 from the insured 
to the beneficiary. After Dambmann’s 


death, in April, 1899, Drentell, having as- 
signed the policy to Henry H. Meeder, he 
sued the company to recover upon it. The 
main defense was that the policy ceased to 
be onerative because, of the non-payment 
of the premium, which fell due on Nov. 
tt, tovd. wh coe trial it appeared that in 
reply to an inquiry on Nov. 26 by_Drentell 
the company answered that the November 
premium had been paid at its office. The 
Appellate Division, in this city, has unani- 
mously affirmed a judgment rendered on a 
verdict directed by the court, holding, in an 
opinion by Justice McLaughlin, that the 
company, having misled Drentell as to the 
fact of payment, could not be heard against 
him or his assignee, to the contrary. As 
to the company’s claim that the premiums 
falling due after Nov. 17, 1897, were not 
paid, it was held to be a sufficient answer 
that it had not alleged such fact, and had 
not claimed forfeiture upon that ground.

He was 
then told. that he must personally attend 
that meeting on Aug. 7, or he would be 
dropped for non-payment of dues, and ina 
letter personally delivered to him he was 
urged to personally attend the meeting.
